AIDS 
housing plan 
meetings today;

f|l he San Francisco Redevelopment 
I Agency is joining with several 
I agencies to host two public fo- 
I rums on updating the city’s five- 
year AIDS housing plan today 
(Thursday, January 29). A midday 
forum will be held from 1 to 3 p.m. at 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), followed by a 4:30 to 6:30 
p.m. forum at 201 Turk Street. The fo¬ 
rums are being held to get feedback 
on the draft recommendations for 
updating the AIDS housing plan, said 
Olson Lee, housing division manager 
for the redevelopment agency. Repre¬ 
sentatives from the Department of 
Public Health’s AIDS Office, the Cor¬ 
poration for Supportive Housing, and 
AIDS Housing of Washington will 
join redevelopment staff. 

Both AIDS Housing of Washing¬ 
ton and the Corporation for Support¬ 
ive Housing have been working on 
the city’s AIDS housing plan update 
since last year. They have worked with 
people living with HIV/AIDS, ten¬ 
ants, community-based service 
providers, housing developers, advo¬ 
cacy organizations, and local govern¬ 
ment to obtain information on the 
current state of AIDS housing here. 

“The meeting will be tailored for 
AIDS housing consumers,” Lee said. 
“Housing and service providers are 
welcome to attend, but the forums are 
for consumer input ” 

Some of the proposed draft rec¬ 
ommendations would: 

* Establish a site-based housing 
program based on a harm reduction 
model for PWAs who also have sub¬ 
stance abuse or mental health issues. 

* Use HOPWA funds as a leverage 
for set-asides in mainstream affordable 
housing projects for single adults and 
families, with a priority on funding 
projects that include at a minimum a 
studio with kitchen and bathroom. 

* Develop outreach program to 
work with mental health providers, 
hospitals, and others to facilitate en¬ 
rollment of people on the former 
CHIPS list {now called the Housing 
Wait list, or HWL) and placement of 
people into appropriate residential 
care facilities for the chronically ill. 
Explore linkages to existing emer¬ 
gency and transitional programs. 

* Streamline intake process of 
FIWL and AIDS housing programs to 
minimize duplication. 

* Make the HWL more user- 
friendly. ▼

ayor Willie Brown knows how to get 
attention. He began his Summit on 
HIV/AIDS Tuesday, January 27 by 
announcing his six-month search 
i for a new city Health Director has 
ended. Brown has suggested Dr. Mitch Katz, 
the longtime director of the AIDS Office at 
the Department of Public Health, to the 
Health Commission for consideration. The 
commission’s vote on the matter is expected 
this Tuesday, February 3. 

Brown also committed financial re¬ 
sources to funding two full-time positions 
within the city, prompted by recommenda¬ 
tions he received at the summit. Longtime 
gay activist Dick Pabich, a key organizer of 
the summit, will be working in the mayor s 
office specifically on HIV/AIDS issues. “Dick 
Pabich was a key to the summit, and I antic¬ 
ipate having him by my side,” said Brown. 

Pabich is expected to coordinate after¬ 
summit work such as sorting through com¬ 
ments from attendees, and developing the 
final report that is expected this spring. 

Brown said the 175 recommendations 
made in the preliminary summit report will 
not end up sitting on a shelf. “I do intend to 
see those recommendations implemented,” 
he promised.

with HIV/AIDS (PWA). A new HIV/AIDS 
Employment Development Unit will be es¬ 
tablished in the Department of Public 
Health (DPH), and one of the world’s lead¬ 
ing advertising agencies, Saatchi & Saatchi, 
has committed to provide creative work on a 
pro bono basis for an extensive media cam¬ 
paign starting in June to create awareness of 
employment programs for PWAs. 

For those PWAs who are experiencing

McVeigh uiins a round in court

T imothy R. McVeigh will not be kicked 
out of the Navy because they think he 
is gay, at least for now. Federal judge 
Stanley Sporkin issued a preliminary 
injunction prohibiting discharge “or 
otherwise hindering” of McVeigh’s service in 
the Navy. The opinion was issued Monday, 
January 26, in Washington, DC. 

Judge Sporkin also ordered the parties 
back before him today (Thursday, January 
29) to schedule further steps towards final 
resolution of the matter. That process could 
take years. 

“I’m gratified that I will be allowed to 
continue to serve my country in the Navy 
pending further review of this situation,” 
McVeigh (who is no relation to the convict¬ 
ed Oklahoma City bomber) said in a state¬ 
ment released by the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Fund (SLDN). “I want to thank my 
fellow shipmates on the USS Chicago and 
others for their support.” 

His attorney Christopher Wolf added, 
“We are extremely gratified that the court 
recognized the blatant disregard for the law.” 

The Navy has a policy of not commenting 
on ongoing litigation, but indicated that it 
would comply with the order. 

“This sends a strong message both to gov- 




enjoined the Navy from not following its 
own rules under ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, Don’t 
Pursue.’ It is a very strong opinion. I think 
the Navy should take a hard look at its own 
actions.”

Youth Lobby Day draws 
queer kids to Sacto

v "t, ome 300 gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgendered 
'% youth from all over Califor¬ 
nia came to the Capitol on a mis¬ 
sion Wednesday, January 21. In 
one day, they met with their state 
representatives, presented a list of 
demands, held a rally on the Capi¬ 
tol steps, and attended training on 
advocacy and building networks. 

Laurie McBride, executive di¬ 
rector of LIFE Lobby, said, “LIFE 
Lobby is proud to host Youth 
Lobby Day, a forum for Califor¬ 
nia’s gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgendered youth and their al¬ 
lies. It’s a day for our youth to 
challenge their legislators; take se¬ 
riously their need for legislation 
to protect them in their schools, 
and stand up for their right to an 
education without discrimination 
and harassment. Over 300 youth 
took part in their day - young, vi¬ 
brant, articulate, and proud. They 
deserve the full protection of law 
as equal and valued citizens of this 
great state.” 

Indeed, the group was very 
aware that a bill mandating pro¬ 
tections for them in schools, 
which Assembly Speaker Pro Tern 
Sheila Kuehl, D-Santa Monica, 
authored last session, failed in the 
legislature. 

Ken Locke, a participant from 
Sacramento, said, “This is an im¬ 
portant opportunity to meet our 
legislators in person, to give them 
a chance to see us as human be¬ 


ings, rather than as political ab¬ 
stractions. Anti-gay prejudice and 
discrimination has made adoles¬ 
cence a nightmare for many of my 
friends. No one should have to 
fear being attacked or killed be¬ 
cause certain individuals have not 
learned to treat their fellow 
human being with respect. To me, 
today is about countering nega¬ 
tivity and making our presence 
known.” 

As the young people recount¬ 
ed their personal stories of vio¬ 
lence and discrimination, of hate 
speech and ostracism, of going to 
school day after day feeling unsafe 
and unprotected, they also took 
note of their peers who commit¬ 
ted suicide, unable to face the cru¬ 
elty and fear any longer. 

Tom Beddingfield, 19, of San 
Jose, told of his boyfriend, Bran¬ 
don. “We both came out in our ju¬ 
nior year of high school,” Bed- 
dingfield said. “We both had to 
deal with physical and verbal ha¬ 
rassment from everyone. 

“Brandon killed himself on 
March 9, 1996. He was 16. A 
month later I became an activist 
for gay and lesbian youth. I do it 
so that what happened to my 
boyfriend might not happen to 
someone else.” 

A fact sheet passed out to leg¬ 
islators and Capitol staff listed 
needs and demands, including 
comprehensive policies banning' 
harassment, violence, and intimi¬ 
dation against students on the 
basis of actual or perceived sexual 
orientation; funding for training

I n a move that promises to 
streamline services to people 
with HIV and AIDS, as well as 
their families and caregivers, two 
similar San Francisco AIDS service 
organizations have become one. 

On Wednesday, January 28, 
Shanti and Kairos announced 
they would merge, with the ser¬ 
vices formerly provided by Kairos 
now delivered by Shanti. 

Shanti, founded more than 23 
years ago, serves people with life- 
threatening illnesses such as HIV 
and AIDS, sending them trained 
caregivers who help them cope with 
their emotional and practical needs. 

Kairos, established 10 years 
ago, provides counseling and 
other services to those who care 
for people with HIV and AIDS. 

“The consolidation of services 
between Shanti and Kairos is a 
perfect fit,” said Bob Rybicki, 
Shanti’s Executive Director. 

Carol Kleinmaier, who served 
as Kairos’s executive director for 
the last two years, said she will be 
rejoining the Shanti staff, where 
she had worked for eight years be¬ 
ginning in 1986. She will be over¬ 
seeing the transition. Kairos’s only 
other staff member will also be 
gojng over to Shanti. 

Kairos as a separate entity will 
be dissolving, said Kleinmaier. Its 
services will continue, however, 
under the Kairos name, hence¬ 


forth designated as a project of 
Shanti. About 20 Kairos volun¬ 
teers, who served mainly as group 
facilitators, are expected to con¬ 
tinue their work through Shanti. 

Kleinmaier said that for some 
time her organization “had been 
looking for an appropriate merger 
partner. We were operating out of 
a very large house that cost a lot of 
money.” The limited funding avail¬ 
able to Kairos meant too much 
money was being spent on over¬ 
head, and too little on services. 

“Kairos found themselves in a 
position to need management 
and fiscal support,” said Rybicki. 

Kairos operated on an annual 
budget of about $150,000. With 
the transition to Shanti and the 
consolidation of administrative 
functions, the cost of delivering 
Kairos services could be about 
$50,000, according to Rybicki. 
Currently Shanti operates on 
about $1.8 million a year. 

Kleinmaier emphasized that 
caregivers previously turning to 
Kairos for individual counseling, 
support groups, referrals, and re¬ 
source materials should now call 
Shanti for these services 

“The Kairos program hasn’t 
been altered in any way,” Klein¬ 
maier said. ▼

D.A seeks missing victims

Also, according to Jennifer 
Rakowski at Community United 
Against Violence, the victim in a 
notorious case involving a pit bull 
attack has also disappeared. The 
D.A.’s office is seeking information 
on the whereabouts of John Paul 
Kulas, who was among those al¬ 
legedly assaulted on Church 
Street on December 15,1996 1997. 

The case is going to trial this 
week, but the victim has disap¬ 
peared, possibly forcing prosecu¬ 
tors to drop the charges. Anyone

Transgender advocates 
condemn poor 
healthcare at Vacaville

I n January 21, supporters of 
|| transgendered prisoners 
; /' sent a letter to the warden 
of the California Medical Facility 
at Vacaville challenging the dis¬ 
criminatory treatment and lack of 
appropriate medical care provid¬ 
ed to transgendered inmates. 

A newly formed advocacy 
group called the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee for Prison Health Care Re¬ 
form demanded that Vacaville 
warden Ana Olivares investigate 
the “poor or nonexistent” medical 
care given to transgender prison¬ 
ers. Advocates contend that Va¬ 
caville provides no appropriate 
medical or mental health pro¬ 
grams that address the unique 
needs of transgendered inmates 
The committee alleges that 
some prison staff “demean, de¬ 
moralize, humiliate, and discrim¬ 


inate against” transgendered pris¬ 
oners, and called for special train¬ 
ing for prison staff on transgen¬ 
der issues. The committee further 
recommended that a Department 
Operations Manual policy be de¬ 
veloped to address the medical 
and mental health needs of trans¬ 
gendered prisoners. 

The letter to Olivares was 
signed by representatives of over 
25 organizations, including the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel, the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health, the International Founda¬ 
tion for Gender Education, 
LYRIC, New Village, and Project 
Inform. 

According to Judy Greenspan, 
director of Catholic Charities’ 
HIV/AIDS in Prison Project, 
transgendered prisoners are typi¬ 
cally housed in the HIV unit, 
whether or not they are HIV-pos- 
itive. Transgendered inmates are 
often victims of sexual assault, and 


HIV-negative prisoners run a high 
risk of infection. The committee 
recommends that transgendered 
prisoners should be housed in a 
special unit, and that they should 
be provided with appropriate and 
sensitive HIV/STD peer education 
and other health information. 

Most transgendered inmates 
do not have access to hormone 
therapy, whether or not they were 
taking hormones prior to incar¬ 
ceration. Male-to-female trans¬ 
gendered prisoners are not per¬ 
mitted to wear makeup or 
women’s clothing, and are often 
strip-searched by male officers. 

Committee member Karen 
Shain of the California Coalition 
for Women Prisoners said, “We 
believe that transgendered pris¬ 
oners should be allowed to live 
their lifestyle within the prison, 
and that includes access to hor¬ 
mone treatments and psychoso¬ 
cial support groups.” ▼

H n the wake of a Bay Area Re- 
§! porter story about Livermore 
H police making widespread ar¬ 
rests at the “Not Too Naughty” 
bookstore, and allegations that ar¬ 
restees’ civil rights were violated 


in the 1997 sting, defendant 
Richard Hamilton-Gibbs’s hopes 
for legal remedy have taken a de¬ 
cided turn for the better. 

The B.A.R.'s report drew the 
attention of gay attorney Bruce 
Nickerson, who recently success¬ 
fully represented defendants in a 
similar case in Mountain View. 


Nickerson contacted Hamilton- 
Gibbs, a PWA on permanent dis¬ 
ability retirement, and signed on 
as co-counsel with the first attor¬ 
ney on the case, Mike Armstrong. 

The charges of public indecen¬ 
cy against Hamilton-Gibbs, which 
were to have been heard on Janu¬ 
ary 26, are now pending three 
motions filed by Nickerson. 

As the B.A.R. reported January 
15, Livermore police conducted 
an undercover operation involv¬ 
ing at least 10 police officers in 
February and March of last year, 
ostensibly targeting prostitutes in 
the East Bay town. Twenty-four 
men were arrested after visiting 
the bookstore’s video booths, but 
the B.A.R. found after reviewing 
police and court documents that 
no arrests of prostitutes occurred. 

Hamilton-Gibbs is planning a 
class action suit seeking damages 
estimated upwards of $27 million 
from the City of Livermore, 
pointing to alleged police viola¬ 
tions of civil liberties, false arrest, 
entrapment, and other irregulari¬ 
ties. ▼ 
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Ammiano calls forum on SF’s pot response

§1 J| embers of a variety of city 
agencies met with the 
'§< \ 1 public January 24 at a 
community forum to discuss San 
Francisco’s policy regarding med¬ 
ical marijuana. Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano sponsored the forum at 
the Harvey Milk Civil Rights 
Academy, which drew 60 atten¬ 
dees. Ammiano noted that he had 
been asking for city hearings for 
some time, but that recent actions 
at the state and federal level to 
close medical cannabis buyers 
clubs gave the issue renewed ur¬ 
gency. Ammiano confirmed that 
the city lacks a specific policy re¬ 
garding the provision of medical 
marijuana, but declared that San 
Francisco does not want existing 
medical cannabis access “yanked 
away.” 

Police Chief Fred Lau said that 
his department was “still trying to 
get a clear understanding” of what 
Proposition 215 means for buyers 
clubs, and reiterated the city’s pol¬ 
icy of making cannabis use “the 


lowest priority” of the police. He 
stated repeatedly that he wants to 
see medical marijuana treated as 
a health issue rather than a law 
enforcement issue. While Propo¬ 
sition 215 allowed the use of med¬ 
ical marijuana for certain health 
conditions, it did not make provi¬ 
sions for sale or distribution. 

Lau noted that in cases where 
the spirit of the law and the letter 
of the law do not mesh, “San 
Francisco tends to comply with 
the spirit.” He said that the past 
year’s actions against local 
cannabis buyers clubs were not 
carried out by the city police, and 
that in fact city authorities were 
not informed prior to the raids. 
He encouraged people to report 
in detail specific instances of sur¬ 
veillance or harassment by San 
Francisco police officers against 
buyers clubs or medical users so 
that he could follow up on them. 

Jan Gurley of the Department 
of Public Health (DPH) gave an 
overview of efforts by the depart¬ 
ment, in conjunction with buyers 
club representatives, to develop a 
policy on medical marijuana pro-

vision. In January 1997, guidelines 
for the implementation of Propo¬ 
sition 215 were presented to the 
Health Commission covering the 
operation of buyer’s clubs, record 
keeping, intake procedures and el¬ 
igibility.

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standard forms for use by physi¬ 
cians recommending medical 
cannabis. So far, the department’s 
focus has been on educating 
physicians, including holding 
grand rounds and presentations 
in clinics and hospitals. 

The city also agreed to indem¬ 
nify physicians against legal 
claims arising from their recom¬ 
mendation of medical cannabis. 
Gurley likened the medical mari¬ 
juana issue to abortion, stating 
that “if providers are scared 
enough, it doesn’t really matter if 
it’s legal.” She said that the DPH 
would continue to work with the 
District Attorney to establish an 
“effective and sane” process. 

Ammiano stated that city offi¬ 
cials will continue to discuss the 
issue and wanted to “keep every¬ 
thing on the table” as options, in¬ 
cluding a health state of emer¬ 
gency (as is used for needle ex¬ 
change) and alternate distribution 
plans - for example, through 


churches - if existing buyers clubs 
are forced to close. 

District Attorney Terrence 
Hallinan said he felt that most 
buyers clubs - including Dennis 
Peron’s much-maligned Cannabis 
Cultivators Club - are basically 
following the existing DPH guide¬ 
lines. Hallinan said that he had 
asked the Chief Justice of the state 
Supreme Court to hear Peron’s 
appeal of a recent ruling that a 
buyers club is not a primary care¬ 
giver and thus cannot provide 
medical cannabis. 

Hallinan declared that it was 
“ridiculous” to rule that sale and 
distribution of cannabis was not 
implied by Proposition 215. He 
emphasized that he wanted to es¬ 
tablish and enforce reasonable 
guidelines, and that if someone 
did not adhere to policy, they are 
still subject to the law. He said he 
“wanted to do things properly” in 
the city “so that the Feds will stay 
out of our business.” T 
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T he news media (the mainstream 
media, the ones who have been 
hounding the White House for some 
comment on various rumors, innuendoes, 
and outright lies swirling around President 
Clinton this week) reported with some 
surprise before the State of the Union Ad¬ 
dress Tuesday that more Americans would 
be watching the speech than ever before. A 
good thing, too. After all the perfidy and 
unprofessionalism that has been broadcast 
into our homes over the preceding six 
days, it was a relief to see something on 
television that was of substance, and to 
know that others were watching, too. 

Not that the speech had much to do 
with the readers of this paper: it men¬ 
tioned AIDS once and included an intro¬ 
duction of an American soldier who 
tripped our gaydar, but there was no refer¬ 
ence (at least none we could ascertain) to 
the plight of lesbians and gays. No refer¬ 
ence to anti-gay hate crimes; no reference 
to gay and lesbian teen suicide; no refer¬ 
ence to custody inequities for lesbian and 
gay parents and foster parents; no refer¬ 
ence to the need for the Employment Non- 
Discrimination Act; no reference to the 
bannings and burnings of books contain¬ 
ing positive gay and lesbian images; no ref¬ 
erence to the inequities we are stuck with 
in the absence of gender-neutral marriage 
laws (or “same-sex marriage,” as the au- 
thors of the column below would insist 
upon saying) - not that he is ever likely to 
make a case for those; no reference to the 
military’s evident inability to understand 
what the “Don’t Ask” part of “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” means. 

Apparently Clinton’s advisors believed 
that mentioning those topics, to use a 
phrase from his predecessor, wouldn’t, be 
prudent. For as numerous commentators 
pointed out, the speech had been scrubbed 
free of anything that could be perceived as 
objectionable (in a sexual sense, of course: 
many of the president’s references, such as 
raising the minimum wage and allowing 
Medicare buy-ins for uninsured Ameri¬ 
cans, looked plenty objectionable to the 


stony-faced Republicans who grumpily sat 
on their hands while Democrats leapt to 
their feet). No, in a time when everyone 
has already spent days listening to (now 
discredited) news reports of a dress sup¬ 
posedly stained with the president’s semen 
and a Secret Service witness to ... uh ... a 
secret servicing, same-sex sexual partner¬ 
ships must have seemed utterly out of line. 

Too bad. If he had brought up gay peo¬ 
ple, perhaps the media could have made the 
connection to one of those delicious 
ironies that make life so worth liv¬ 
ing: Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund chose the same 
day as the president’s address to 
file a suit that seeks to overturn 
the sodomy laws in Arkansas. Yes, 
Arkansas, where Clinton as governor re¬ 
fused every entreaty to rescind that ter¬ 
rible law. Doubly terrible be¬ 
cause, like a handful of other 
states, the Arkansas sodomy 
law doesn’t cover heterosexu¬ 
als, but is explicitly same-sex-specific. In 
other words, blowjobs are legal if per¬ 
formed by women, but men can go to 
prison for it (which always stuck us as the 
last place on earth where a man is likely to 
give up the practice, but that’s the law). 

Now, we cannot be sure if the president 
really asked for oral sex from any of the 
women Kenneth Starr & Co. have dragged 
out, cosmetically made over, and paraded 
before the American people. (We are sus¬ 
picious of the special prosecutor, who 
seems as far from specialized as a prosecu¬ 
tor can be, and don’t mind saying the 
media feeding frenzy over the latest allega¬ 
tion is appallingly unprofessional, if not 
outright complicity in criminal defama¬ 
tion.) But if in his lifetime William Jeffer¬ 
son Clinton ever asked anybody to - as is 
rumored - “kiss it,” he had no business al¬ 
lowing anti-gay laws like the sodomy 
statute to stay on the books in Arkansas. 
And if he’s now worried that a blowjob 
could cost him his job, he may well con¬ 
sider those who could lose a lot more than 
that over the same act. 


Still, as splendid as that irony was, we 
would not find any joy if the allegations 
ever do cost Clinton the White House. The 
results, we fear, would be too costly to 
everyone except for Republicans on the ex¬ 
treme right-wing fringe. What is very much 
at stake in the next ten months is the con¬ 
trol of Congress (yes, it may seem to be an 
oxymoron, but there is no other phrase for 
it), and the GOP knows it. Although that 
party’s leaders have taken comfort from 
past elections, where the president’s party 
generally loses congressional seats in 
the middle of second terms, things 
have been going too well for Clinton 
for them to rely on that happening 
this year. (Hey, after Denver’s victory 
in the Super Bowl last weekend, no¬ 
body should think there is any such 
^ thing as is a sure bet.) As the State 
of the Union Address clearly 
showed, life has been better 
for the average citizen with 
Clinton as president - which 
makes it tougher for the GOP. 

Republicans who want to keep their 
hold on the House and Senate need an 
issue like “Interngate” (or, as one wag 
named it, “Tail-gate”) to distract the vot¬ 
ing public from Clinton’s record. Fortu¬ 
nately, despite the alternately ponderous 
and hysterical pronouncements of Sam 
Donaldson and other media Chicken Lit¬ 
tles, there is no indication the public is 
going to allow that to happen. The right 
wing keeps throwing more flash powder 
on the fire, inventing the semen-stained 
dress and God knows what next, but they 
can’t turn it into Watergate (which, as an 
effort to subvert the United States Consti¬ 
tution, far outweighs body-surfing the in- 
ternette, if the charge is true), and they 
couldn’t take away the basic truths of the 
president’s message. 

As Clinton said in his address (even 
after its expurgation), America is a place 
where anyone can get a head and can get 
the tools they want. That may not be true 
in Arkansas yet, but with some luck and 
hard work, it will be, soon. ▼ 
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Call it sex 

'Same-gender' or'ga/ marriage talk confuses issue

T he term that best describes what we 
are fighting for is “same-sex mar¬ 
riage.” We believe it best to abandon 
the terms “same-gender marriage” and “gay 
marriage” in the interest of clarity and per¬ 
suasion. 

The discrimination we face as same-sex 
couples is based on sex, not gender. The 
terms are not interchangeable. Sex identi¬ 
fies the biological make-up and difference 
between the male and the female. Gender is 
constructed socially and identifies the rela¬ 
tionship between men and women. To put 
it another way: gender is the role played, sex 
is the plumbing. 

The law currendy denies marriage to two 
women or two men because of the physical 
bodies they inhabit, not because of the sex 
role(s) they play, whether “feminine,” “mas¬ 
culine” or otherwise. Likewise, a man who 
assumes a female gender by dressing and 
acting “like a woman” can still marry a 
woman. 

Some may have favored the term “same- 
gender” under the assumption that “gen¬ 
der” is more palatable than “sex.” However, 
an unpublished survey of voters conducted 
in 1997 tested the use of “gender” and “sex” 
to learn which term resulted in more sup¬ 
port of marriage for gay men and lesbians. 
“Gender” gained us only three percentage 
points - not enough to prefer the term, par¬ 


ticularly as it confuses the issue. 

Many people support the idea of mar¬ 
riage. Those who don’t seem less concerned 
with the language. They either don’t un3er- 
stand the issue as one of equality, don’t 
think marriage is a good idea for anyone, or 
simply dislike gay men and lesbians. 

Like many words, “sex” has multiple 
meanings. Some prefer to avoid the 
words “same-sex” for fear of misun¬ 
derstanding. However, doing so sac¬ 
rifices the clarity of understanding 
that the sex status of gay men and 
lesbians is fundamental to the mar¬ 
riage discrimination we experience. 

The term “same-sex marriage” 
makes crystal clear what’s 
at stake. It’s not about 
having sex, it’s about 
marrying someone of the 
same sex. Stealthy lan¬ 
guage will never succeed in slipping this 
issue through a legislature, voters, or the 
courts. Heartfelt, well-reasoned appeals 
stand a far greater chance of success. 

Let us also put to rest the term “gay mar¬ 
riage.” Opposite-sex couples do not describe 
their relationships as “straight marriage.” 
Using the term “gay marriage” only gives the 
impression that we are asking for something 
different or “special,” whereas our only de¬ 
mand is for the same treatment opposite- 
sex couples receive. 

We are not denied marriage because of 
our sexual orientation. In fact, there are 


plenty of married gay men and lesbians - 
they happen to be married to opposite-sex 
partners. These gay men and lesbians were 
able to marry because their partners had dif¬ 
ferent anatomy. No marriage license asks for 
the sexual orientation of marriage partners. 

This concern for preciseness of language 
in the campaign for same-sex marriage 
does not arise from an interest in “political 
correctness,” but from the knowledge that 
language defines the dream - and the dream 
defines the future. ▼

Sunshine bad for nonprofits 

The thrust of what Michael Lauro, Tom Ammiano 
and others seem to believe regarding the institution of 
the Sunshine Laws to San Francisco nonprofits is that 
those who choose to be involved in nonprofit work 
for any other reason, including both those that are 
paid and those that volunteer to do that work, are 
somehow out to dupe the community, steal money 
and give the shaft to PWAs. Not only is this ridicu¬ 
lous, it is a tremendous insult to those that choose to 
be involved in this work. While the system as it exists 
is imperfect, I am sure that the movement to institute 
Sunshine Laws to nonprofit agencies receiving city 
moneys in San Francisco would only make things 
worse. 

Sunshine Laws will only chase away the talented 
people who work for these organizations and bog 
down processes for nonprofit governance that are al¬ 
ready challenging at best. They will create an envi¬ 
ronment in which important decisions are all made 
behind the scenes. These laws will allow Right to Lif¬ 
ers to disrupt Planned Parenthood meetings and pro¬ 
vide a forum for anyone with a personal vendetta 
against a particular person or agency to create havoc 
within any agency they choose. They will be a barri¬ 
er to attracting talented people to boards of directors 
and recruiting capable people at the staff level. The 
laws will be yet another barrier to funding important 
work as agencies opt out of city money rather than 
be forced to comply with impractical and ill- 
conceived laws. Those who claim that the 
| Sunshine Laws will not be burdensome to 
organizations have either never worked 
for one or don’t understand how they are 
run. 

Of course, we live in an imperfect 
world and there is always room for im¬ 
provement in the way that nonprofits 
engage public opinion and client input 
about service delivery. Sunshine laws are 
exactly the wrong kind of answer to this issue. I have 
long admired the work of Michael Lauro and others 
who have changed the face of the community re¬ 
sponse to AIDS in San Francisco and around the 
country - but this time they’re barking up the wrong 
tree. Let’s try to be a little creative here rather than 
shove a fascist law down the throats of those that are 
trying to make things better in this city.

Conflict of interest over Sunshine 

[The following letter was sent to Peter E. Scheer, Ed¬ 
itor, The Recorder:] 

In Mike McKee’s December 31 front page story, 
“Nonprofits Could Be Forced To Open Up,” he wrote 
that “[t]he final straw [leading to calls for Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano’s Sunshine Law], according to ac¬ 
tivists, came when a handful of AIDS groups alleged¬ 
ly refused services to a man who had challenged their 
policies.” I am that man, and my access to group ser¬ 
vices at the SF AIDS Foundation, the Shanti Project, 
and UCSF’s AIDS Health Project has been restricted, 
without due process being followed. 

I found McKee’s story overall to be comprehen¬ 
sive, fair and balanced. However, I was troubled that 
a possible conflict of interests was omitted from the 
article, as relates to quotes from Patrick McCabe, an 
attorney at Morrison & Foerster. McCabe was promi¬ 
nently featured in a photo on the front page, and in a 
pull quote on the jump page. McCabe said he op¬ 
posed Ammiano’s Sunshine Law and that “[y]ou have 
to think from the practical perspective, is this some¬ 
thing the city should impose? And it should consider 
the costs of doing so.” 

Those may be legitimate concerns to raise about 
the proposed law, but one must first ask if one of Mc¬ 
Cabe’s Morrison 8c Foerster colleagues, Kathleen 
Fisher, in any way influenced his views. You see, Fish¬ 
er is a member of the board of directors of the SF 
AIDS Foundation, one of many nonprofits that 
would be affected by the proposed legislation. It is no 
secret that the SF AIDS Foundation vehemently op¬ 
poses Ammiano’s efforts to shine more light in on so¬ 
cial service agencies that receive millions of city tax 
dollars to provide services. I think your paper should 
have noted a Morrison 8c Foerster attorney is on the 
foundation board, then quoted McCabe, and allowed 
Recorder readers the opportunity to decide for them¬ 
selves if his views were untainted by Fisher’s duties as 
a foundation board member. 

I look forward to reading future stories about the 
much-needed Sunshine Law in The Recorder. Finally, 
anyone interested in learning more about the myriad 
accountability problems AIDS activists have had in 
the past year with the SF AIDS Foundation should 
visit the www.acountabilityproject.com website. I 
thinkwww.accountabilityproject.com is a unique way 
of holding some of our AIDS agencies accountable, 
and is full of extensive background data anyone with 
an opinion of the Sunshine Law should be familiar 
with.

Credit where it’s due 

Although factually correct, your story [January 8] 
“CARE funds cut much less than expected - SF gets 
$36.4 million” misses the point. Your characterization 
of CARE Council members as bracing for the worst, 
followed by, “Once again, however, the CARE appli¬ 
cation submitted by DPH was ranked as one of the 
best in the country,” makes it seem the council was 
waiting timidly to be rescued by the DPH and its re¬ 
markable grant-writing team. In reality, what oc¬ 
curred was a crowning moment in the community 
process and an outstanding achievement of people 
with HIV/AIDS, the planning council, and the EMA. 

Council members spent months in meetings, 
phone calls, seminars, weeks of reading material, and 
attending forums on every aspect of HIV services in 
the EMA. We listened to members of the communi¬ 
ty, service providers, DPH officials, and city depart¬ 
ment representatives. But most of all, we listened to 
people with HIV/AIDS. We listened to not just mem¬ 
bers of the first wave, like myself, but members of the 
newly affected populations. We heard the unique 
needs of transgendered people with HIV, younger gay 
people with HIV and older PLHIV/AIDS, along with 
women, children, immigrants, people representing 
communities of color, and poorer people with HIV 

And after listening, we talked, discussed, and argued 
about what we had heard for hours more. It was 
through this grueling prioritization process that the 
members of the planning council hammered out an 
agreement we felt would better serve PLHIV/AIDS. 
The community needs to understand that this award is 
based on this process. Each and every person that tes¬ 
tified, sometimes with the help of a translator, or came 
to the council with their children, or dragged them¬ 
selves out of bed, shares in this award. Ultimately, this 
is their money and their grant and their council. 

At a time when everyone seems to be talking about 
those of us in better health returning to work, the 
council endorsed in its plan the hiring and training of 
people with HIV/AIDS to serve PLHIV/AIDS as peer 
counselors and treatment advisors. Our plan calls for 
the augmentation of substance abuse services and 
mental health services for PLHIV/AIDS with HIV- 
specific components. Recognizing that HIV is no 
longer a linear progression from testing positive to 
eventual sickness and death, the plan calls for more 
flexible hospital, intermediate home, and hospice care. 
It calls for the decentralization of dental services, and 
the eventual integration of HIV into the array of 
health services provided by the members of the EMA. 
The council addressed the concerns of the neediest 
PLHIV/AIDS who are homeless or in poor housing, 
by committing itself to shrinking the CHIPS list by 
1,500 people in the coming year. And for Ihe first time, 
we created a category of direct financial assistance in 
recognition of the short-term needs of PLHIV/AIDS. 

These are some of the components of the plan that 
stand behind the grant than HRSA thought so much 
of they awarded the SF EMA $36.4 million. As our 
grantee, the DPH is to be commended that they fol¬ 
lowed the lead of the people’s 40-some-odd repre¬ 
sentative who compose the council that Diane Jones, 
Tom Calvanese, and I now co-chair. The real news is 
that the community process worked, and then we all 
will benefit. While we thank the AIDS Office and 
DPH for their participation, the community should 
know that there are hundreds of other people who 
were essential to this process and the success of this 
application, not the least of which were people with 
AIDS themselves.

Luxury of an opinion 

Okay, just so we can be completely clear: 

(1) Mr. Sena [Guest Opinion, January 8] has the 
luxury of having an opinion on abortion. As a gay 
male, he will never be forced to deal with the real 
world consequences of an unwanted pregnancy. 
Moreover, the greatest cost of his “rebellious” anti¬ 
choice view is discomfort during certain political dis¬ 
cussions in gay bars. (Wanna feel uncomfortable, 
Tom? Try discussing issues of economic and gender 
justice with the mostly well-to-do and mostly male 
denizens of those same bars.) 

(2) Although the individual personhood may be a 
biological fact, it is an irrelevant to the debate over 
abortion. Abortion is a form of gender discrimina¬ 
tion by the state. Men are never compelled, by law, to 
expend their very corporeality or to place their con¬ 
tinued physical survival at risk for their children. 
Where women are not allowed to terminate pregnan¬ 
cies, however, they are forced by the state to assume 
this burden and these risks. Mr. Sena could reply that 
this differential burden is merely a function of the 
“laws of nature” with respect to sexual and reproduc¬ 
tive function. Such a reply sounds dangerously simi¬ 
lar to certain analyses of the moral legitimacy of sex¬ 
ual conduct between members of the same gender. 
(Just assuming that’s conduct about which you’re not 
feeling rebellious, Tom.)

About five years ago, my partner of over 10 years, 
a noted AIDS researcher, succumbed after a five-year 
struggle with AIDS. Since his passing I have been ac¬ 
tive as a group facilitator for the UCSF AIDS Health 
Project, and as a meal delivery volunteer for Project 
Open Hand. I am no stranger to the pain and suffer¬ 
ing of AIDS. 

Some time ago I noticed placards (sponsored by 
AmFAR) on public buses here in San Francisco. They 
stated, “Prayer will not cure AIDS... research will.” As 
a 52-year-old man who is gay and has lived openly for 
over 30 years, I am an advocate of free speech, a con¬ 
tributor to the AIDS community, and a supporter of 
AIDS research. Certainly I believe that medical re¬ 
search will find a cure for AIDS. I pray for that day. Yet 
(although it may be your opinion) neither you nor 
any member of your organization (or the medical 
profession for that matter) has the knowledge to cat¬ 
egorically state “prayer will not cure AIDS.” 

As much as I value medical research, I see no rea¬ 
son that the pursuit of support for research should be 
at the expense of prayer. And I see no good that can 
come from delivering a message that belittles a spiri¬ 
tual path, a path which for many people still provides 
the only avenue of hope in lieu of successful medical 
research. I would not consider donating money to an 
organization that chooses to deliver that message.

o much for political prog- 
nostications! This is the col- 
■ umn that predicted that 
Senator Dianne Feinstein would 
seek the nomination for governor 
of California - and win it all next 
November. Before any more read¬ 
ers call to remind me of my folly, 
let me confess to being an avid Fe¬ 
instein supporter who firmly be¬ 
lieved that the former San Fran¬ 
cisco mayor would be residing in 
Sacramento come this time next 
year. 

I spoke regularly with those 
closest to Dianne Feinstein in the 
past couple of months, and even 
spoke with Feinstein herself about 
whether or not she would enter 
the fray. Despite some hints that it 
might not happen, I still felt that, 
in the end, she would join the 
race. It was only during the final 
week before the senator made her 
announcement that I was told she 
had decided against it. 

The question remains: Why 
did she decide to stay out of the 
contest? Quite simply, in the end, 
Feinstein was not interest¬ 
ed in participating in the 
political “demolition 
derby,” as she described 
it, that would have been 
necessary to win the 
June primary. The 
senator told me that 
“the other can¬ 
didates knew 
well” that be¬ 
cause of her 
leading posi¬ 
tion in all the polls, “the only way 
they could get there was to try to 
destroy me in the process.” No 
doubt, having suffered through a 
nasty, expensive race with multi¬ 
millionaire Michael Huffington 
in 1994, Feinstein knew what she 
would be in for and simply didn’t 
have the “fire in the belly” to go 
through it all again. 

Sadly, by taking herself out of 
the June primary, the popular 
senator appears to have severely 
diminished the Democratic 
Party’s chances against vanquish¬ 
ing the right-wing Dan Lungren, 
the anointed Republican nomi¬ 
nee. Democratic hopes of ending 
a 16-year Republican stranglehold 
on the governor’s mansion 
dimmed with her declaration. 

Some pundits feel that the po¬ 
litically savvy Feinstein trusted her 
instincts, which told her that a 
campaign at this time presented 
risks that clearly outweighed the 
rewards - that a party primary 
battle in June with Al Checchi’s 
deep pockets and Gray Davis’s 
penchant for dirty pool would 
likely have left the party (and Di¬ 
anne Feinstein) so damaged that 
even she might have lost a close 
November battle to Lungren. 
Also, many theorize that a loss in 
California would have most likely 
kept her off Al Gore’s short list of 
vice presidential candidates. 

Like other Feinstein followers, I 
am disappointed that she will 
never be governor. She would have 
made an excellent one. The fact 
that she will remain in public of¬ 
fice and the hope that she might 
one day be vice president, however, 
make her decision more palatable. 

Gray days 

Feinstein’s withdrawal leaves 
Lieutenant Governor Gray Davis 
as the leader among likely Demo¬ 
cratic candidates for the Califor¬ 
nia governorship. Davis ran be¬ 
hind Feinstein in recent statewide 
polls, but nevertheless, most po¬ 
litical observers see the lieutenant 


governor, who polled more votes 
statewide in 1994 than any other 
Democrat on the ticket, as heir to 
the votes that would have gone to 
Feinstein. 

Although Davis’s 
only announced oppo¬ 
nent, millionaire busi¬ 
nessman Al Checchi, 
has the ability to out- 
spend him by mil¬ 
lions in the June prima¬ 
ry, a recent Field Poll 
showed Davis 
leading Chec¬ 
chi 31-14 per¬ 
cent if Fein¬ 
stein were not 
in the mix. Upon hearing of Sen¬ 
ator Feinstein’s decision, Davis 
stated, “With Senator Feinstein’s 
announcement, I believe the race 
for the Democratic nomination 
for governor is now down to a 
two-person contest. We’ve run 
even with Lungren, and we’ve run 
well ahead of anyone else in the 
Democratic race. I bring 22 years 
of public experience, and a record 
of commitment and leadership. 
My opponent brings no record of 
involvement on any of the major 
issues of the day over the past two 
decades.” 

Davis has moved quickly to so¬ 
lidify his support. The day after 
Feinstein’s withdrawal, he was en¬ 
dorsed by San Francisco Mayor 
Willie Brown, who had previous¬ 
ly been urging Feinstein to run. 
Indeed, while many state GOP 
leaders were publicly cheering the 
news that Dianne Feinstein had 
forsaken a run for governor 
(“This is very good news for Dan 
Lungren and the Republicans,” 
crowed state GOP chair Mike 
Schroeder), some other GOPers 
now view Davis, since he doesn’t 
have to fight it out with the popu¬ 
lar senator, as a somewhat more 
formidable opponent. 

Politics and people 

Bay Area Lawyers for Individ¬ 
ual Freedom (BALIF) will hold its 
18th annual dinner celebration on 
Thursday, February 5, at the Hyatt 
Regency Embarcadero. Cocktails 
are at 6:15 p.m.; dinner, 7:30 p.m. 
Bob Hattoy, the White House li¬ 
aison to the Department of Inte¬ 
rior who is nationally known as 
an activist on gay, lesbian, AIDS 
and environmental issues, will be 
the evening’s keynote speaker. 
This is a huge event that almost 
always sells out. For tickets ($75) 
and other information, call Lau¬ 
rie Simonson at 391-4200. 

Deputy Public Defender Ron 
Albers will be a candidate for Su¬ 
perior Court judge in June - and 
a damned fine judge he would 


make. 

As for his boss, Public Defend¬ 
er Jeff Brown, that opposing 
candidate from the gay/lesbian 
community has failed to materi¬ 
alize. Mr. Brown is a sure-fire bet 
to win re-election this year, as is 
Assessor Doris Ward, another 
good friend of the gay/lesbian 
community. 

Good news for popular Demo¬ 
cratic East Bay Congresswoman 
Ellen Tauscher (10th Congres¬ 
sional District). Retiring 49er 
tight end Brent Jones has re¬ 
portedly decided to go into 
broadcasting and will not chal¬ 
lenge Tauscher’s re-election bid in 
November. 

In Orange County, top Repub¬ 
licans are now publicly urging 
sore-loser extraordinaire Bob 
Dornan to give up his relentless 
fight to unseat Representative 
Loretta Sanchez. The GOP 
there feels that the former repre¬ 
sentative’s futile battle is alienat¬ 
ing Latino voters by the thou¬ 
sands, and few GOPers feel the 
Unpopular Dornan is worth it. 

In Iowa, a group of Democra¬ 
tic state senators are introducing 
a bill this week that will add gays 
and lesbians to the state’s anti-dis¬ 
crimination laws. Some Democ¬ 
rats in Des Moines think they 
have the votes to actually pass the 
legislation. 

San Francisco’s respected Sta¬ 
ton Hughes & Shafer political 
consultant firm will handle the 
San Jose mayoral campaign of 
former Santa Clara Supervisor 
Ron Gonzales (the early fa¬ 
vorite). Republican Ron Smith 
(remember what he did to, oops, 
for the John Molinari mayoral 
campaign?) will likely run the race 
of Gonzales’s GOP opponent, San 
Jose Councilwoman Pat Dando. 

Outgoing Assembly Speaker 
Cruz Bustamante should easily 
defeat Tony Miller to become the 
Democratic nominee for lieu¬ 
tenant governor. Miller, now a po¬ 
litical joke on the Sacramento 
scene, can’t seem to decide what 
office he wants to run for.

I read Victoria Brownworth’s 
essay insisting gays and les¬ 
bians “have evolved over time 
a separate and truly remarkable 
culture and community wholly 
distinct from heterosexual soci¬ 
ety,” and that wanting to be gay in 
a heterosexual mainstream in¬ 
stead of living, moving, and hav¬ 
ing our being within that “wholly 
distinct” community was some 
kind of treason. I tried to think of 
which of the lesbian cultures I 
have known would be worthy of 
such allegiance. My favorite was 
my own hippie-influenced Cali¬ 
fornia post-Stonewall culture, 
with its exhilaration at discover¬ 
ing just how many different kinds 
of women loved women. What a 
sense of newfound freedom we 
had, what a sense of being able to 
create whatever culture and com¬ 
munity we wished, what a joy at 
realizing we could assert that lov¬ 
ing women was a positive, won¬ 
derful, even spiritual thing, and 
not the one-way ticket to a sorry, 
depressing urban underworld 
where women tried in vain to dull 
the pain of self-loathing. 

We could do with a revival of 
that culture, because we may be 
everywhere, but we don’t get to be 
just anyone, judging by all the on¬ 
line laments of women who get 
hassled in bars because they don’t 
look dyke enough. We should say, 
instead, “Our attitude is every¬ 
where.” Down under in Sydney, 
femme lesbians complain of going 
unserved in lesbian bars, and suf-

The new con- ____________ 

ventional wis¬ 
dom on pre-Stonewall 
butch/femme is that it was a sur¬ 
vival mechanism for women on 
the street, in the (limited) job mar¬ 
ket and in the bars. I’m willing to 
concede that, and yet that system 
ostracized women who dared to 
couple up in other configurations; 
once we started poking our heads 
out of the bars in any number, it 
became obsolete for all but those 
for whom it cooks as an individual 
relationship dynamic. 

And since the obsolescence of 
butch/femme as a survival mecha¬ 
nism, what lesbian (or gay) culture 
has promoted our survival? Les¬ 
bians have come out and thrived 
almost in spite of the various les¬ 
bian cultures and ideologies since 
Stonewall, not because of them. 
From the relentless ideological 
purges of dyke separatism, 
through the slavish sucking up to 
gay men for their approval of our 
sexual mores during the mobiliza¬ 
tion against AIDS, through queer 
theory and the butch/femme re¬ 
vival, succeeding waves of lesbian 
conformism have worked to drive 
women away from the communi¬ 
ty in greater numbers than it has 
brought them out. I contend it has 
always been the women who ig¬ 
nore lesbian culture and go about 
their own lives who.further our 
progress - and that they constitute 
a random sampling of lesbian 
lives, from the queerest “gender as 
a sex toy” rebel perverts to the 
most suburban BACW lesbian 
mother. 

The distrust of feminine 
women among lesbians, and the 
assumption otrr lesbianism is 
somehow suspect, would be rea¬ 
son enough to question the im¬ 
perative to identify with and live

according to this “separate and 
truly remarkable culture.” In fact, 
it’s reason enough for many 
woman-loving women to look at 
each other and say, “You know, 
this ‘separate and truly remark¬ 
able culture’ truly, remarkably 
sucks.” After all, it very often fails 
the test of welcoming and validat¬ 
ing women having any kind of 
rough time in the mainstream for 
their loving women. 

Ironically, the out les¬ 
bian community’s most 
significant growth spurt 
ignited under the rubric of 
our building a women’s 
community and creating 
a women’s culture, yet 
the distinctive feature of 
contemporary lesbian 

_ culture seems 

to be a fear of 


_ womanhood, 

an association 
of being a woman with being a 
victim, a sense of helplessness 
against any kind of mainsfream 
female enculturation. As a woman 
who lived my early adulthood in 
that, historical moment of redis¬ 
covering women’s ways and re¬ 
defining womanhood, I am truly 
shocked and angered by what 
looks to me like the internalization 
of sexist assumptions about the 
strength of men and the weakness 
and powerlessness of women. 

It’s not just the knee-jerk asso¬ 
ciation of any kind of strength, 
competence, assertiveness, or self- 
assurance with being or acting 
“butch” that gets my back up. It’s 
hearing lesbians express a fear of 
being women, as though being a 
woman dooms one to the limita¬ 
tions many o.f us laughed a,t as we 
blew'past them, to forever being a 
tomboy reined in by frilly skirts. 

I recently had coffee with a 
friend who, now that she is ap¬ 
proaching 40, is realizing there’s a 
power in being a woman who isn’t 
afraid to be a woman out in the 
world, even if that means being 
found attractive by the random 
man. I was flattered that she ap-. 
preciates me as a woman who 
finds strength and joy in my 
womanhood. And-yet, I was dis¬ 
appointed at being reminded that 
our lesbian community makes so 
little room for women with no 
need to distance themselves from 
any identification as feminine, no 
fear of moving through the world 
as a woman without the talisman- 
ic protection of queer signifiers. 

Is lesbianism about loving 
women or being a dyke? 

I say it’s about being a woman, 
loving women, and being proud 
of both. ▼

can return to the workforce, and 
pointed out that in the end, the 
public funds would also be saved. 
A 1996 evaluation by the AIDS 
Office of Ryan White CARE con¬ 
sumers indicated an employment 
rate of 17 percent among people 
with AIDS; 9 percent full-time, 
and 8 percent part-time. 

“That translates into employ¬ 
ment of some 1,353 out of the 
7,963 people living with AIDS in 
San Francisco as of December 31, 
1997,” said subcommittee co¬ 
chair Paul Vander Waerdt. 

Adherence, reporting 

The daylong summit covered 
just about every aspect of 
HIV/AIDS, from prevention ef¬ 
forts to adherence to the new drug 
therapies. In what was the most 
moving presentation, AIDS Office 
staffer Billy Pick, who is living 
with AIDS, gave an emotional talk 
on what it means to adhere to 


drug regimens, and received sus¬ 
tained applause from the estimat¬ 
ed 1,200 people in the audience. 
Pick said he recently changed his 
drug combination, not because 
the drugs were failing, but for an¬ 
other reason that many of those 
living with HIV/AIDS could un¬ 
derstand. “I got tired of living 
with the same side effects,” he 
said. “Sometimes, adhering is still 
a royal pain in the ass.” 

Pick said PWAs should not be 
denied access to drugs because 
they are homeless or have other 
issues that may make adhering to 
the therapies more challenging. 
Dr. Margaret Chesney, another 
presenter, agreed, and said she is 
often asked whether she can tell 
who will have trouble adhering. 

“It is impossible to accurately 
predict adherence,” Chesney said, 
adding it is also wrong to assume 
homeless PWAs will not adhere to 
drug regimens. “Adherence is 
both a system issue and a science 
issue. Each person living with 
HIV has their own care plan.” 

The summit’s HIV surveil-

responsibility for its mistakes, and 
corrective actions to guard against 
them happening again. He urged 
the Navy to do the same. “If they 
don’t clean up their act,” he pre¬ 
dicted, “they are going to spawn 
an entirely new set of litigation.” 

The decision 

In issuing the injunction, 
Judge Sporkin had to find that 
there was a likelihood McVeigh 
would win his case, that he would 
suffer harm from being dis¬ 
charged, and that the Navy would 
not suffer great harm in keeping 
him on duty. Sporkin’s 15-page 
decision was both strongly word¬ 
ed and broad in scope, though it 
has lesser legal impact than a de¬ 
cision based upon a full trial. 
Below are excerpts: 

“This case raises the central 
issue of whether there is really a 
place for gay officers in the mili¬ 
tary under the new policy, ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell, Don’t Pursue’...In 
1993, leaders of Congress and the 
President reached a compromise 
designed to recognize the impor¬ 
tant role that officers who happen 
to be gay play in the defense of 
our nation. ... [It] was specifical¬ 
ly drafted to allow members of the 
military to live private lives as gay 
men and women so long as their 
sexual orientation remained un¬ 
spoken. 

“The Plaintiff did not openly 
express his homosexuality in a 
way that compromised this ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell’ policy. Sugges¬ 


tions of sexual orientation in a 
private, anonymous e-mail ac¬ 
count did not give the Navy suffi¬ 
cient reason to investigate to de¬ 
termine whether to commence 
discharge proceeding. In its ac¬ 
tions, the Navy violated its own 
regulations. 

“When the Navy affirmatively 
took steps to confirm the identity 
of the e-mail respondent, it vio¬ 
lated the very essence of ‘Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Pursue’ by launching a 
search and destroy mission.... 

“The subsequent steps taken by 
the Navy in its ‘pursuit’ of the Plain¬ 
tiff were not only unauthorized 
under its policy, but likely illegal 
under the Electronic Communica¬ 
tions Privacy Act of 1986.... 

“It is elementary that informa¬ 
tion obtained improperly can be 
suppressed where an individual’s 
rights have been violated. In these 
days of "‘Big Brother,’ where 
through technology and other¬ 
wise the privacy interests of indi¬ 
viduals from all walks of life are 
being ignored or marginalized, it 
is imperative that statutes explic¬ 
itly protecting these rights be 
strictly observed.... 

“This Court finds that the Navy 
has gone tbo far. The ‘Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell, Don’t Pursue’ policy 
clearly was aimed at accommodat¬ 
ing gay men and women in the 
military. In effect, it was intended 
to bring our nation’s armed forces 
in line with the rest of society, 
which finds discrimination of vir¬ 
tually every form intolerable. It is 
self-evident that a person’s sexual 
orientation does not affect that in¬ 
dividual’s performance in the 
workplace. At this point in history, 
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lance panel came out strongly 
against the controversial issue of 
names reporting for those who 
test positive for HIV. The panel 
urged Dr. Helene Gayle, director 
of the National Center for HIV, 
STD, and TB Prevention at the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, to hold off on such a 
plan so that the city can develop a 
model HIV monitoring system 
using a code identifier option as a 
compromise between the existing 
system of AIDS-only reporting 
and full mandatory name-linked 
HIV reporting. 

Gayle, who gave a keynote 
speech just before the panel pre¬ 
sentation, was in the audience as 
the recommendations were 
made, although she had no com¬ 
ment on them. During her talk, 
Gayle did say she wanted to learn 
from the city’s HIV/AIDS ex¬ 
perts, PWAs, and others. She also 
mentioned the need for a balance 
between data collection and con¬ 
fidentiality and data security 
when it comes to HIV surveil¬ 
lance efforts. ▼

“As this Court stated in Elzie v. 
Aspin, it cannot understand why 
the Navy would seek to discharge 
an officer who has served his

fore in our nation’s history against 
blacks and women. Surely, it is 
time to move beyond this vestige 
of discrimination and misconcep¬ 
tions of gay men and women.”

No firm decision on HIV Prevention 
Planning Council, Brown Act 


ing. At that meeting, members 
held an extensive discussion 
around an issue under the public 
comment portion of the agenda, 
and then made two motions and 
voted on those motions. Under 
the Brown Act, items that are 
brought up during public com¬ 
ment can only be discussed briefly 
by the council; the body can ask 
clarifying questions, refer the 
matter to a committee, or place it 
on the agenda for possible action 
at a future meeting, but it cannot 
take immediate action. 

The issue concerned an undat¬ 
ed, unsigned letter criticizing the 
National Task Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention (NTFAP), specifically its 
Native American AIDS Program 
(NAAP). Initially, a motion was 
made to have the HPPC form a 
task force to investigate the 
NTFAP; however, the council was 
quickly advised such an action 
would be beyond its purview. Ul¬ 
timately, the motions approved by 
the council were for the HPPC to 
conduct a needs assessment with 
the assistance of the AIDS Office, 
to determine needs of HIV pre¬ 
vention services for gay men of 
color; and to ask the AIDS Office 
to have councilmembers formally 
participate on monitoring of the 
local programs of the NTFAP. All 
people who participate in moni¬ 
toring reviews must not have any 
conflicts of interest. 

Scary closed session 

Last week, Packer said that be¬ 
cause of attorney-client privilege, 
she could not divulge much of

what was in the city attorney’s let¬ 
ter to the Department of Public 
Health AIDS Office. “It is not de¬ 
finitive whether the HPPC must 
comply with the Brown Act,” said 
Packer. “There are enough things 
in the way the HPPC interacts that 


there is the potential for it [to fall 
under the Brown Act], and it actu¬ 
ally becomes a policy decision of 
the HPPC and the AIDS Office.” 

Because the HPPC has no ac¬ 
tual authority, all its actions are 
advisory to the AIDS Office, and 
the group’s decision on the open 
meeting law would also be a rec¬ 
ommendation, Packer added. 

Packer explained that at next 
month’s meeting, the city attorney 
will meet with the council in 
closed session to answer any ques¬ 
tions about the Brown Act. The 
HPPC’s decision, if any, will be 
made in open session. Some 
members questioned the need for 
a closed session, but Packer ex¬ 
plained it was necessary “since a 
claim has been made that the 
HPPC violated the Brown Act... 
and the city could be sued.” 

Some councilmembers were 
clearly confused. “Is the reason it’s 
not definitive because the HPPC 
is an advisory board?” asked 
Steven Sams. 

“It’s more complicated than 
that,” replied Packer. 

Commented Bill Barnes, a new 
HPPC member, “I’m scared of [a] 
closed session.” 

Maria Rinaldi pointed out that 
the HPPC “violated [the Brown 
Act] long before December 11. We 
are different from the CARE 
Council.” 

If the council and AIDS Office 
decide the HPPC will follow the 
Brown Act, presumably the city 
attorney would deal with the issue 
Rinaldi brought up. She did not 
offer any specifics. 

Hank Wilson of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate urged the HPPC 
to operate under the Brown Act. 

Mario Solis-Marich, chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer of the NTFAP, de¬ 
fended his agency at the Decem¬ 
ber 11 council meeting and was 
critical of the way the AIDS Office 
handled the anonymous letter; he 
was not even given the courtesy of 
a phone call informing him the 
letter was going to be discussed. 
The letter had been circulating 
through the DPH since late last 
year, and the B.A.R. was sent a 
copy, apparently from the Native 
American community. Solis- 
Marich disputed virtually every 
allegation in the letter and told 
the HPPC last month that NTFAP 
is providing more units of service 
than its contracts call for. ▼

i fter six weeks of research 
into whether the state’s 
JP1 Ralph M. Brown Act covers 
the HIV Prevention Planning 
Council (HPPC), the San Francis¬ 
co City Attorney’s office has de¬ 
termined that it is “not definitive.”

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CARE council votes 
21-2 for consumer 
advocacy position

mi he Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council 
m voted 21-2 Monday, January 
26 to move forward with imple¬ 
menting the new HIV consumer 
rights advocate position that was 
approved in concept last month, 
signaling a change in how the city 
deals with providing access to 
HIV/AIDS services and helping 
consumers deal with problems. 

The advocate will report to the 
planning council, which is re¬ 
sponsible for prioritizing federal 
Ryan White CARE funds. For¬ 
merly called the ombudsperson 
position, it was presented by the 
PWA Caucus. The allocated bud¬ 
get of $75,000 will come from the 
category called “planning council 
support,” which has a total budget 
of $250,000. The planning council 
support budget represents a small 
fraction of the $36.4 million in 
CARE funds recently awarded to 
the San Francisco eligible metro¬ 
politan area (EMA). 

Funding for the new advocacy 
position was not decided Monday; 
the council simply ran out of time 
before finishing the agenda, and 
will take up the matter next 
month. While the EMA governed 
by the council includes San Fran¬ 
cisco, San Mateo, and Marin 
counties, the HIV consumer rights 
advocate services will initially be 
available only in the city, due to 
the nature of different service 
structures in the three counties. 


Following the lengthy discus¬ 
sion and vote, Will Carter, co¬ 
chair, said, “That was historic.” 

The council is stepping into 
uncharted waters with the plan, 
which is one of several aimed at 
increasing the inclusion of PWAs 
in all aspects of service delivery. 
This client-centered approach is 
what the council committed to 
when it dramatically changed 
how it prioritizes CARE service 
categories last summer, and is part 
of an ambitious five-year plan. 

Tony Leone of the PWA Cau¬ 
cus presented the consumer advo¬ 
cacy implementation plan, noting 
it was developed by the caucus in 
consultation with Department of 
Public Health (DPH) AIDS Office 
staff. The advocate will have a de¬ 
fined scope of work. The position 
will report to the planning coun¬ 
cil and work with the AIDS Of¬ 
fice, according to the implemen¬ 
tation motion adopted Monday. 

Specific job duties will include 
information and referral via 
phone; outreach, education, and 
training with consumers and 
providers; advocacy and informal 
mediation of complaints and 
grievances using both paid staff 
and volunteers; and data collection 
and evaluation, tracking unmet 
needs, complaints, and grievances. 

“If the services are to be suc¬ 
cessful, it needs to be an extreme¬ 
ly high-profile position,” said 
Leone. 

AIDS Office staff will have dis¬ 
cretion to determine whether to 
issue a request for proposal (RFP) 


or another method to select a 
contractor. The PWA Caucus was 
adamant the position have two 
areas of expertise: HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vices and advocacy. More than 
one person may fill the job, Leone 
said, as the council doesn’t know 
exactly what it will look like. 

“We’ve discussed ideas, and 
the implementation will probably 
be a little more than one person 
[at times], and a little less than a 
person [at times]. Whatever its 
components, it needs to have ad¬ 
vocacy and HIV/AIDS experi¬ 
ence,” said Leone. 

There were some coun- 
cilmembers who questioned the 
need for such a position, particu¬ 
larly since all agencies that con¬ 
tract with the DPH must have 
written grievance policies in 
place. The planning council also 
has a grievance policy. Thomas 
Sinclair asked what the need was 
for such a position. “What is the 
problem this position is attempt¬ 
ing to address? How many need 
this service? How many are dis¬ 
gruntled?” 

Member Danny Joe also op¬ 
posed the plan. “I’m against the 
motion, there’s not enough infor¬ 
mation,” he said. 

Leone, however, summed up 
the feelings of caucus members 
and supporters by stating that 
when a consumer experiences a 
problem with an agency, they may 
feel intimidated by using the 
agency’s grievance procedure, and 
may feel an impartial hearing is 
not possible. ▼

T he HIV Re-entry and Em¬ 
powerment Project at New 
College of California is now 
accepting HIV-positive applicants 
for both spring and fall 1998 se¬ 
mesters; over $100,000 has been 
raised for full and partial scholar¬ 
ships that will be available for the 
weekend bachelors of arts degree 
completion program, the graduate 
psychology masters of arts pro¬ 
gram, and the law school’s Juris 
Doctor (JD) program, project di¬ 
rector Bill Hershon announced. 

Hershon began raising money 
three years ago for the scholar¬ 
ships. He benefited from the col¬ 
lege’s program a couple of years 
ago when he earned his law de¬ 
gree.

dreams they may have originally 
held,” said Hershon. 

The so-called weekend college 
is an upper-division program de¬ 
signed for adult students with 
prior college experience. It com¬ 
prises 12 months of study leading 
to a bachelor of arts degree. Stu¬ 
dents may enter with 45 to 90 
units of transferable credits. The 
program spans three semesters of 
four months each. Classes are 
held one weekend a month; Her¬ 
shon said the flexibility is specifi¬ 
cally tailored to people living with 
HIV/AIDS (PWA). 

Dr. Peter Gabel, president of 
New College, is a big supporter of 
the HIV empowerment program; 
other college administrators are 
also behind the project. 

The re-entry and empower¬ 
ment grants can be used by stu¬ 
dents in either the law or psychol¬ 
ogy programs. New College’s Law 
School is one of the oldest public 
interest law schools in the coun¬ 
try. The graduate psychology pro¬ 


gram was founded on the under¬ 
standing that any analysis of indi¬ 
vidual psychology that ignores so¬ 
cial, cultural, and political factors, 
or any political analysis that does 
not take into account psychologi¬ 
cal processes, will be incomplete 
and misleading. 

Jeff Getty is a longtime AIDS 
activist and is currently enrolled 
in the HIV pilot program. “The 
opportunity to attend New Col¬ 
lege has allowed me to rejoin the 
land of the living. Now I have 
goals and direction and more rea¬ 
sons to live,” said Getty. 

The more than $100,000 raised 
has come from several sources, in¬ 
cluding the Mayor’s Office, the 
BWB Charitable Trust, the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), Celgene, Roxane Laborato¬ 
ries, and Upjohn Pharmaceutical 
Serono Corporation, as well as nu¬ 
merous individuals, said Hershon. 

For 1998-99, it is the college’s 
ambition to provide two full 
(three-year) law school scholar¬ 
ships ($15,000 each); 10 one-year 
weekend completion BA scholar¬ 
ships ($10,000 each); one full 
(four-year) undergraduate BA 
scholarship ($20,000); and two 
(two-year) graduate MA degree 
scholarships ($15,000 each). 

“This is the first graduate or 
post-graduate HIV education and 
empowerment program in the 
country, and we hope other insti¬ 
tutions will follow our lead,” Her¬ 
shon told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“This has been an excellent start, 
but we will still need a great deal 
more money to expand this limit¬ 
ed program.” ▼

BRIEF SUMMARY. SEE FULL PRESCRIBING INFORMATION BEFORE PRESCRIBING. 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: Serostim® [somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] is indicated for the treatment of AIDS wast¬ 
ing or cachexia. This indication is based on analyses of surrogate endpoints in studies of up to 12 weeks in duration. 
Concomitant anti-viral therapy is necessary (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . The continued use of Serostim treatment should be 
reevaluated in patients who continue to lose weight in the first two weeks of treatment. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: Serostim is contraindicated in patients with a known hypersensitivity to growth hormone. 
PRECAUTIONS: General : Serostim therapy should be carried out under the regular guidance of a physician who is experi¬ 
enced in the diagnosis and management of AIDS. Inadequate nutritional intake, malabsorption and hypogonadism, which are com¬ 
mon in individuals with AIDS and which may contribute to catabolism and weight loss, should also be monitored and treated. 
HIV and Growth Hormone Considerations: In some experimental systems, recombinant human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been 
shown to potentiate HIV replication in vitro at concentrations ranging from 50-250 ng/ml. There was no increase in virus production when 
the antiretroviral agents, zidovudine, didanosine or lamivudine were added to the culture medium. Additional in vitro studies have shown 
that r-hGH does not interfere with the antiviral activity of zalcitabine or stavudine. In the controlled clinical trials, no significant growth hor¬ 
mone-associated increase in viral burden was observed. However, the protocol required all participants to be on concomitant nucleoside 
analogue therapy for the duration of the study. In view of the potential for acceleration of virus replication, it is recommended that HIV+ 
patients be maintained on nucleoside analogue therapy for the duration of Serostim treatment. 

Increased tissue turgor (swelling, particularly in the hands and feet) and musculoskeletal discomfort (pain, swelling and/or stiff¬ 
ness) may occur during treatment with Serostim, but may resolve spontaneously, with analgesic therapy, or after reducing the 
frequency of dosing (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Carpal tunnel syndrome may occur during treatment with Serostim. If the symptoms of carpal tunnel syndrome do not resolve 
by decreasing the weekly number of doses of Serostim, it is recommended that treatment be discontinued. 

Patients should be informed that allergic reactions are possible and that prompt medical attention should be sought if an aller¬ 
gic reaction occurs. None of the 188 study participants with AIDS wasting who were evaluable for antibody assessments and 
who were treated with Serostim for the first time developed detectable antibodies to growth hormone (> 4 pg binding). Patients 
were not rechallenged. 

Recombinant Human Growth Hormone (r-hGH) has been associated with acute pancreatitis. 

Hyperglycemia may occur in HIV-infected individuals due to a variety of reasons. Serostim use was associated with a minimal 
increase of mean blood glucose concentration. Patients with other risk factors for glucose intolerance should be monitored 
closely during Serostim therapy. 

No cases of intracranial hypertension (IH) have been observed among patients with AIDS wasting treated with Serostim. The syn¬ 
drome of IH, with papilledema, visual changes, headache, and nausea and/or vomiting has been reported in a small number of 
children with growth failure treated with growth hormone products. Nevertheless, funduscopic evaluation of patients is recom¬ 
mended at the initiation and periodically during the course of Serostim therapy. 

Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, and other malignancies are common in HIV+ individuals. There was no increase in the incidence 
of Kaposi’s sarcoma, lymphoma, or in the progression of cutaneous Kaposi’s sarcoma in clinical studies of Serostim. Patients 
with internal KS lesions were excluded from the studies. Potential effects on other malignancies are unknown. 

Information For Patients : Patients being treated with Serostim should be informed of the potential benefits and risks associat¬ 
ed with treatment. Patients should be instructed to contact their physician should they experience any side effects or discom¬ 
fort during treatment with Serostim. It is recommended that Serostim be administered using sterile, disposable syringes and 
needles. Patients should be thoroughly instructed in the importance of proper disposal and cautioned against any reuse of nee¬ 
dles and syringes. An appropriate container for the disposal of used syringes and needles should be employed. Patients should 
be instructed to rotate injection sites to avoid lipodystrophy. 

Drug Interactions : Formal in vitro drug interaction studies have not been conducted. No data are available on drug interac¬ 
tions between Serostim and HIV protease inhibitors or the non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis. Impairment of Fertility : Long-term animal studies for carcinogenicity have not been performed 
with Serostim. There is no evidence from animal studies to date of Serostim-induced mutagenicity or impairment of fertility. 
Pregnancy : Pregnancy Category B. Reproduction studies have been performed in rats and rabbits. Doses up to 5 to 10 times 
the human dose, based on body surface area, have revealed no evidence of impaired fertility or harm to the fetus due to 
Serostim. There are, however, no adequate and well controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction stud¬ 
ies are not always predictive of human response, this drug should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Women : It is riot known whether Serostim is excreted in human milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human milk, 
caution should be exercised when Serostim is administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use : Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: In two placebo-controlled clinical trials in which 205 patients were treated with Serostim the most 
common adverse reactions judged to be associated with Serostim were musculoskeletal discomfort and increased tissue tur¬ 
gor (swelling, particularly of the hands or feet) (see PRECAUTIONS: General) . These symptoms were generally rated by inves¬ 
tigators as mild to moderate in severity and usually subsided with continued treatment. Discontinuations as a result of these 
events were rare.

Because of the diverse clinical manifestations of AIDS, and the frequent occurrence of adverse events associated with underly¬ 
ing disease process, it was often difficult to distinguish adverse events possibly associated with the administration of Serostim 
from underlying signs or symptoms of AIDS or associated intercurrent illnesses. 


Clinical adverse events which occurred during the first 12 weeks of study in at least 10% of those who received Serostim dur¬ 
ing the two placebo-controlled trials are listed below by treatment group, without regard to causality assessment. 

Adverse events that occurred in 1% to less than 10% of study participants receiving Serostim in the two placebo-controlled 
clinical efficacy studies are listed below by body system. The list of adverse events has been compiled regardless of causal 
relationship to Serostim. 

Body as a Whole, rigors, flu-like symptoms, back pain, malaise, asthenia, carpal tunnel syndrome (see PRECAUTIONS: 
General) , chest pain, hot flashes, allergic reaction. Gastrointestinal System: oral leukoplakia, flatulence, dyspepsia, dry mouth, 
constipation, ulcerative stomatitis, increased amylase, dysphagia, esophagitis, colitis, pancreatitis, rectal disorder, gastritis, 
tongue ulceration, gingivitis. Musculoskeletal System-, muscle weakness. Central and Peripheral Nervous System, dizziness, 
convulsions, hypertonia, neuralgia, tremor, encephalopathy, nystagmus, meningism. Respiratory System, dyspnea, coughing, 
sinusitis, upper respiratory tract infection, pharyngitis, rhinitis, pneumonia, bronchitis, increased sputum, respiratory disorder, 
bronchospasm, pneumonitis, pleurisy. White Blood Cell and Reticuloendothelial System Disorders: cervical lymphadenopathy, 
eosinophilia. Skin and Appendages, skin disorder, folliculitis, rash, alopecia, photosensitivity reaction, erythematous rash, pru¬ 
ritus, abnormal pigmentation, seborrhea, dermatitis, skin ulceration, acne, skin discoloration, verruca. Psychiatric, depression, 
anxiety, somnolence, nervousness, appetite increased, amnesia, abnormal thinking. Metabolic and Nutritional: hypertriglyc¬ 
eridemia, increased alkaline phosphatase, dehydration, increased creatinine phosphokinase, increased LDH, glycosuria, 
hypokalemia, cachexia, thirst, acidosis. Immune System Dysfunction-, moniliasis, bacterial infection, Pneumocystis carinii 
infection, viral infection, infection, Herpes simplex, sepsis, abscess, fungal infection, Herpes zoster. Urinary System, hematuria, 
urinary tract infection, nocturia. Liver and Biliary System, abnormal hepatic function, hepatomegaly, hepatitis. Vision, retinitis, 
abnormal vision, photophobia. Platelet, Bleeding and Clotting-, thrombocytopenia, purpura. Cardiovascular, General: abnormal 
ECG, heart murmur, hypertension, hypotension. Application Site, injection site pain, injection site reaction. Neoplasms: 
Kaposi’s sarcoma. Male Reproductive: epididymitis, penis disorder, inguinal hernia. Hearing and Vestibular: earache, ear dis¬ 
order, decreasing hearing. Endocrine: gynecomastia, male breast pain. 

The types and incidences of adverse events reported in an open-label, extension trial and in a single, foreign trial, for up to one 
year, were not different from, or greater in frequency, than those observed in the primary, placebo-controlled, clinical trials. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Glucose intolerance can occur with overdosage. Long-term overdosage with growth hormone could result in signs and symp¬ 
toms of acromegaly. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Serostim®[somatropin (rDNA origin) for injection] should be administered subcutaneously daily at bedtime according to the 
following dosage recommendations:

In patients who weigh less than 35 kg, Serostim should be administered at a dose of 0.1 mg/kg subcutaneously daily at bedtime. 
Dose reductions for side effects felt to be related to treatment with Serostim, which are unresponsive to symptomatic treatment, 
may be effected by reducing the total daily dose or the number of doses given per week. 

In patients who continue to lose weight at week 2, reevaluate for concurrent opportunistic infections or other clinical events. 
Injection sites should be rotated. 

Safety and effectiveness in pediatric patients with AIDS have not been established. 

Each vial of Serostim 5 mg or 6 mg is reconstituted with 1 mL sterile water for injection. To reconstitute Serostim, inject the 
diluent into the vial of Serostim aiming the liquid against the glass vial wall. Swirl the vial with a gentle rotary motion until con¬ 
tents are dissolved completely. The Serostim solution should be clear immediately after reconstitution. DO NOT INJECT 
Serostim if the reconstituted product is cloudy immediately after reconstitution or refrigeration. Occasionally, after refrigeration, 
small colorless particles may be present in the Serostim solution. This is not unusual for proteins like Serostim. 

STABILITY AND STORAGE 

Before reconstitution : Serostim should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Expiration dates are stated on 
product labels. 

After reconstitution : Use within 24 hours after reconstitution with diluent. The reconstituted solution should be stored under 
refrigerated conditions (36° - 46°F/2° - 8°C). 

Sterile Diluent, 1 mL (Sterile Water for Injection, USP) should be stored at room temperature, 59° - 86°F (15° - 30°C). Avoid 
freezing vials of Serostim and Sterile Diluent.

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Not exactly that Old Time Gospel ... 

Queer S.F. radio 
preacher struggling 
to stay on the air

^j§$ he Bay Area’s only openly 
queer radio minister may 
H soon be going off the air, 
though only a smattering of in¬ 
somniacs and homeless people 
will likely take notice if he does. 

Pastor Thomas Polcari, an out¬ 
rageously queer Pentecostal 
preacher and doctor of pastoral 
theology, says his ministry is in 
danger. For the last five years, 
“Pastor Tom” has been preaching 
the Christian Gospel and telling 
wild stories about his personal life 
on a wee-hours-of-Sunday- 
morning broadcast on San Fran¬ 
cisco’s KEST radio station (1450 
AM). 

Polcari says he’s being 
squeezed out of his bargain-base¬ 
ment-priced half-hour timeslot 
by a straight investor who’s gob¬ 
bling up huge blocks of airtime. 
Unfortunately, he adds, in order 
to accommodate the investor, 
KEST has told Polcari he’ll have to 
move to a different, more expen¬ 
sive timeslot. 

“I hate to go off the air,” said 
Polcari, “but I had no sponsor¬ 
ship. All of my funds are coming 
out of my pocket.” 

To show they hold no ill will, 
the station management at KEST 
allowed Pastor Tom to conduct 
his last four broadcasts, at no 
charge, in the prime 6 a.m. to 6:30 
a.m. timeslot. 

During one of those broad¬ 
casts, on January 11, he alternate¬ 
ly preached salvation through 
Christ and talked about whatever 
was on his mind, such as why he 
hates earsplitting noise in bars, 
and how having an oiled penis 
can cause you trouble in public. 

“I got a little - or big, in my 
case - surprise recently,” he relat¬ 
ed in a monotonous yet oddly 
mesmerizing drone. “I was in a 
real upscale Safeway way out in 
the ’burbs -1 believe it was out in 
Moraga - to pick up a handful of 
grocery items. As I walked up to 
the quick-check line, a loud ring 
caused people’s heads to turn my

way. I looked down and there was 
this big nickel-plated cockring 
right next to my feet, that had fall¬ 
en through my pant-leg when it 
slipped off my penis. I casually 
reached over and put it in my 
pocket just like nothing hap¬ 
pened. My advice: don’t use oil if 
you wear one because they may 
slip off, even in church, if you 
happen to go.” 

After playing a gospel song he 
pirated off an L.A. radio station 
18 years ago, he launched casual¬ 
ly into a description of the male- 
nudist New Year’s Eve party he at¬ 
tended, where a string quartet 
played and helium balloons hung 
all around. A bunch of the guys 
were feeling frisky, he told his lis¬ 
teners, and decided to tie helium 
balloons to their genitals. 

“I discovered that if you tie 
two or three helium balloons on 
strings to your penis, it will stay 
up almost indefinitely. I noticed it 
works both standing and seated.” 

Soon after that, he led his lis¬ 
teners into a prayer. 

Erotic dancing 
pays the bills 

“The reason that I’m sharing 
some of my personal life with 
you,” Pastor Tom tells his presum¬ 


ably tiny radio flock, “is simply 
because I believe that my listeners 
are part of my extended family. I 
may just say one or two things 
that might cause some of my au¬ 
dience to take another look into 
the mirror. I may help save your 
life and your soul at the same 
time.” 

Polcari was ordained a Pente¬ 
costal preacher in 1973. He came 
out as gay in Los Angeles in 1977, 
and moved to the Bay Area in 
1984. In addition to his theology 
degree, he holds a Ph.D. in mar¬ 
riage and family counseling. The 
slim, small, young-looking Polcari 
makes a living doing oddly dis¬ 
parate jobs, from landscaping and 
maintenance at a U.C. Berkeley 
fraternity house to erotic dancing 
in nightclubs. 

Not only radio listeners hear 
the eccentric Father Tom preach. 
When school is in session at U.C. 
Berkeley, Polcari parks his truck 
within earshot of students loung¬ 
ing about on campus, pops a cas¬ 
sette into his tape deck, turns up 
the volume, and plays one of his 
recorded sermons loud enough 
for many to hear. 

Polcari says he has also con¬ 
ducted some 12,000 voluntary 
sessions at the school, teaching 
the Gospel to the students. 

“I’m semi-fundamentalist,” he 
says. “My preaching is based on 
the New Testament, not on the 
Old Testament, which is based on 
a lot of rules that are unrealistic, 
and which slams gay lifestyles.” 

Whatever his leanings, he’ll no 
longer be able to preach if he can¬ 
not afford to pay what KEST is ask¬ 
ing for radio time: $155 per half- 
hour program. He is also consider¬ 
ing a move to Berkeley’s KALX, but 
laments that station’s limited 
broadcasting range would “put the 
Peninsula in a blackout.” ▼

Stevens now maintains a full¬ 
time cross-country touring concert 
ministry. She averages nearly 5,000 
miles a month of travel in an RV 
with her partner Suzanne McKeag. 
Her ministry team and private 


recording label, Born Again Les¬ 
bian Music (BALM), is an official 
ministry of the Southwest District 
of the Universal Fellowship of Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Churches. 

Stevens has recorded seven 
solo albums and a concert video 
under the BALM label, and sends 
an extensive regular newsletter/ 
travel diary to her financial sup¬ 
porters and friends. Her songs are 
often deeply personal, and deal 
with many of the issues con¬ 
fronting the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, including rejection by 
families, religious intolerance, de¬ 
veloping healthy same-sex rela¬ 
tionships, confronting internal¬ 
ized homophobia, and the 
church’s response to AIDS. Her 
concerts are also deeply personal, 
intermixing songs with stories 
about her journey from success¬ 
ful Christian music artist to tour¬ 
ing lesbian evangelist. 

Her most recent album, No 
Matter What Way, was released 


last year. Stevens told the Bay 
Area Reporter that her pastor, 
Reverend Elder Nancy Wilson of 
MCC of Los Angeles, has de¬ 
scribed her new music as “in your 
face and into your heart.”

Nixon as a full pastor at its annu¬ 
al meeting on Sunday, January 25. 
Nixon, who has served as associ¬ 
ate pastor for the past two years 
and as part-time staff clergy for 
the previous three years, becomes 
the first woman full pastor for the 
450 member Castro-based con¬ 
gregation, which draws people 
from as far away as Santa Rosa 
and San Jose. 

The motion to call Nixon as 
pastor passed with 96% percent of 
the vote. The move was proposed 
by senior pastor Reverend Jim Mi- 
tulski, who has held the position 
for the past 12 years. 

The decision has great signifi¬ 
cance for the congregation’s fu¬ 
ture and raises Nixon to a greater 
position of prominence, both 
within the religious community 
of San Francisco and the Univer¬ 
sal Fellowship of Metropolitan 
Community Churches. Mitulski 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
church is one of the largest gay 
and lesbian organizations in San 
Francisco, and one of the five 
largest MCC churches. 

Proposing that Nixon be called 
as pastor is evidence of Mitulski’s 
commitment to seeking “co-gen- 
dered” leadership, a priority for 
Mitulski since beginning as a 
minister in New York. One of 
Nixon’s predecessors as associate 
pastor, Reverend Sharna Sutherin, 
became the first out lesbian senior 
pastor of an established Christian 
church in San Francisco when she 
was named pastor of Golden Gate 
Metropolitan Community 
Church in 1994. 

Nixon told the B.A.R. that se¬ 
lecting a woman to be a pastor 
alongside Mitulski is “not just a 
women’s issue, its a justice issue. 

“Co-gendered leadership is 
very important,” Nixon said. 
“There are not a lot of models of 
this type of leadership of gay men 
and lesbian. This is good news to 
the community.” She described it 
as an example of “the liberating 
type of theology we’re trying to

enflesh here.” 

Mitulski agreed with Nixon. 
“There are not a lot of places 
where men and women work to¬ 
gether like this. We respect the 
need for separate space, but we 
want to model this type of work¬ 
ing relationship.” Nixon told the 
Bay Area Reporter that their rela¬ 
tionship was based on “mutual 
love and respect.” 

Tag-team preaching 

Mitulski cited as an example of 
this closeness the pair’s practice of 
preaching a joint sermon monthly, 
which he says is very well-received 
by the congregation and is very 
healing to both men and women. 

“This is an organic reflection 
of something exciting happening 
here,” Mitulski said of their part¬ 
nership, “not just between us, but 
also with the congregation.” 

Both Mitulski and Nixon 
noted that they have a commit¬ 
ment to work together and to 
ministry in the community. By 
naming Nixon as pastor, the con¬ 
gregation granted her tenure, 
making her removable only by 
congregational vote. Mitulski told 
the Bay Area Reporter that this 
placed them on more of an even 
level, and demonstrates their 
“commitment to work any con¬ 
flicts through.” 

The move also provides more 
stability to the church, because if 
either pastor were to leave, the 
other would remain as pastor. 

The meeting also led to a num¬ 
ber of other important decisions, 
the most notable regarding a bud¬ 
get proposal that would have 
shifted a portion of the denomi¬ 
nationally mandated 15% assess¬ 
ment to meet local community 
needs. The measure passed with 
69% of the vote, but because of 
the potential impact on the 
church’s relationship with the de¬ 
nomination, the church’s board 
had decided that a 80% vote 
would be needed to implement 
the proposal. T

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Congregation Beth 
Shalom begins gay 
outreach program

A new outreach program at 
Congregation Beth Shalom 
is trying to break down a 
myth that gays and lesbians 
aren’t welcome to participate in 
Conservative Jewish synagogues. 

The program is called 
“Chavurah” (Hebrew for “friend¬ 
ship circle”), and the next event 
is planned for this Sunday, Feb¬ 
ruary 1. 

Kenny Altman, coordinator of 
Beth Shalom’s Chavurah pro¬ 
gram, said the Chavurah events 
are mainly for socializing, but 
they are also a place for people to 
get together and discuss issues 
about who they are in the context 
of conservative Judaism. The 
events are open to any member of 
Congregation Beth Shalom or 
any member of the Jewish com¬ 
munity, regardless of sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

“My purpose for this is inte¬ 
gration, not segregation,” Altman 
said. “Besides welcoming gays 
and lesbians, we welcome anyone 
who supports us, or someone 
who wants to know what we’re 
all about.” 

Although Chavurah is a He¬ 
brew word meaning “friendship 
circle,” Altman said the purpose 
of a Chavurah is not only to so¬ 
cialize, but also to do some com¬ 
munity work. He said he consid¬ 
ers the program’s outreach as 
community work, but he’s look¬ 
ing for ideas from other people 
to see what they want to come 
out of the Chavurah program. 

The “Conservative” Jewish 
movement lies in the center of 
the range of three Jewish move¬ 
ments, Altman said. Reform syn¬ 
agogues are the more liberal, and 
Orthodox synagogues are the 
most conservative. 

Altman said that when he 
moved to San Francisco, he im¬ 
mediately joined a Reform syna¬ 
gogue because he thought it 
would be the only place he’d be 
welcome. Although he did feel 
welcome as a gay man, he did not 
feel comfortable at the Reform 
synagogue, since he grew up as a 
Conservative Jew. 

Altman knew he could find a 
place for gay and lesbian Conser¬ 
vative Jews when he went to visit 
with Rabbi Alan Lew at Congre¬ 
gation Beth Shalom. 

“I told him I identified as a 
Conservative Jew, and there were 
certain things I wanted to do in 
the synagogue,” Altman said. “I 
wanted to be a leader in the syn¬ 
agogue, and I wanted to read 
from the Torah, and he said, ‘Yes, 
by all means.’ There are many 
Conservative synagogues in the 
country where the answer would 
have been no.” 

Altman said he knows of 
other Conservative synagogues 
in the Bay Area that are open to 
gay and lesbian members, but he 
thinks Beth Shalom is the only 
synagogue with an aggressive 
outreach program. 

Beth Shalom currently has 
very few openly gay members, 
but Altman hopes that might 
change by getting the word out 
about the outreach program. 

“I want to let other gay and 


lesbian Conservative Jews know 
that, at least in San Francisco, if 
they want to join a synagogue, 
they don’t necessary have to join 
a Reform synagogue.” 

Successful dinner 

The program’s first event was 
a Shabbat dinner in December. 
Altman said he knew of few 
openly gay Conservative Jews at 
that time, and he wasn’t expect¬ 
ing much of a turnout. 

“I would have considered it a 
success with five people,” Altman 
said. “But we had 30 people 
there, including the Rabbi and 
the president of the board of di¬ 
rectors. So as far as being out and 
wanting to affect some change, it 
was quite clear that not only do I 
have a point, but a lot of other 


people have a point, too.” 

Altman says he is trying to 
make changes in the Conserva¬ 
tive movement from within. Be¬ 
sides helping coordinate the 
Chavurah program, Altman sits 
on Beth Shalom’s board of direc¬ 
tors (as the only openly gay di¬ 
rector). He also says he would 
like to go to Rabbinical school in 
the future, although that could¬ 
n’t happen right now because 
he’s openly gay. 

“The Conservative seminaries 
have what they like to refer to as 
a ‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ policy, 
which to me is even more ludi¬ 
crous than the ‘don’t ask, don’t 
tell* policy in the military,” he 
said. “How can someone ap¬ 
proach the pulpit and tell people

Founded by a group of 14 peo¬ 
ple desiring a ministry of restora¬ 
tion and reconciliation, Refuge 
Ministries is much more than just 
a church. During the last six years, 
Refuge Ministries has worked to 
heal divisions and estrangements 
many people have felt from tradi¬ 
tional Christian denominations. 

In particular, Refuge Ministries 
has come to be known for its part¬ 
nerships between the African- 
American and queer communi¬ 
ties.

T wo weeks ago, you may have 
seen and been confused by a 
news story circulating 
among mainstream media outlets 
- not the B.A.R. - about a preven¬ 
tive HIV vaccine from the local 
company VaxGen going into clin¬ 
ical trials. The story of this story, 
how it began, how it took off, how 
it ended, and what it meant tells a 
lot about the state of knowledge 
about HIV vaccine research and 
development, about the unreason¬ 
able desire for rapid progress, and 
about how garbled and misunder¬ 
stood AIDS stories can become. 

Some history 

Throughout the late 1980s and 
early 1990s, the pioneer biotech¬ 
nology company Genentech had 
an on-again, off-again program to 
develop a genetically engineered 
HIV vaccine. The idea was to 
make only the protein envelope of 
HIV, in order to stimulate a pro¬ 
tective immune response safely. 
This approach had worked for He¬ 
patitis B, the first genetically engi¬ 
neered vaccine, shortly before. 

Genentech had tried to drop 
this program, but a few scientists 
persisted on the side and ultimate¬ 
ly were able to show protection in 
a chimpanzee. This success, which 
was among the first evidence that 
a vaccine against HIV might work, 
revived interest in the program by 
the company, and led to the hiring 
of Dr. Don Francis to direct it. Dr. 
Francis is the well-known central 
character of Randy Shilts’s .. .And 
the Band Played On who tried 
valiantly to get the Centers of Dis¬ 
ease Control to pay attention to 
AIDS in its early days. 

Genentech’s vaccine candidate, 
gpl20, had been tested in Phase I 
trials and had been shown to be 
safe and to consistently generate 
antibodies to HIV.

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name of AIDSVAX. 

The potential problem with 
this sieve approach as used by 
VaxGen is that it assumes the un¬ 
infected participants in the Phase 
II trial may have been protected 
by the original gpl20, when there 
is no statistical evidence for this in 
a Phase II-sized trial. Presumably, 
many participants never exposed 
themselves to HIV or would not 
have become infected anyway. 

The original story 

This month’s VaxGen story 
began with a front-page article in 
the San Jose Mercury News. The 
headline read, “First major trial of 
an AIDS vaccine,” and the lead 
sentence said, “Scientists at a tiny 
biotechnology start-up have engi¬ 
neered the first AIDS vaccine that 
looks promising enough to merit 
a large-scale human trial.” Later, 
the story went even farther and 
inaccurately stated that the vac¬ 
cine is “the first to win Food and 
Drug Administration support to 
move to Phase III testing designed 
to determine the effectiveness of 
the treatment.” 

The article went on to misin¬ 
terpret FDA policy, saying the 
FDA has “backed down from its 
stand on pursuing only those vac¬ 
cines that are highly effective,” 
which is nonsense, since the 
agency would have no way of 
knowing prior to testing. 

How it took off 

No doubt based on the mis¬ 
leading headline, Reuters did a 
news clip that was circulated 
widely. Then the Associated Press 


picked up the story. With the item 
on two wire services, it managed 
to attract the attention of others 
(in the same amount of time it 
took AP to run one story, sort out 
that there wasn’t really a national 
story there, and drop it). 

By the evening, Channel 4 had 
pieced together an item without ac¬ 
cess to VaxGen who, they said, were 
unavailable for comment. To rub 
things in, they showed the compa¬ 
ny’s closed door. Fortunately, Bren¬ 
da Lein from Project Inform was 
available to answer some questions 
and provide balanced input. Oth¬ 
erwise, the whole clip was a rework 
of the Mercury News piece. 

Finally, three days after the ini¬ 
tial item, PR Newswire got the 
story right, from VaxGen: “Don 
Francis today said VaxGen had re¬ 
ceived approval for confirmatory 
Phase I and Phase II clinical trials 
of AIDSVAX. Some press reports 
indicated that VaxGen has re¬ 
ceived FDA approval for Phase III 
clinical studies, but those reports 
were premature.’” 

VaxGen and Francis are to be 
commended for persisting with 
their approach, and raising funds 
to finance their trials. If more 
private companies, investors, and 
scientists were willing to champi¬ 
on different approaches, we’d 
have a more robust HIV vaccine 
research environment. Mostly, 
companies are taking a wait-and- 
see attitude, and things are mov¬ 
ing so slowly that you probably 
shouldn’t put serious money on 
meeting President Clinton’s chal¬ 
lenge to have an HIV vaccine in 
the next decade, before 2007. ▼ 


tion. Unfortunately, high levels of 
HIV antibodies don’t protect nat¬ 
urally infected individuals, and it 
is believed that there are many 
worthless antibodies and relative¬ 
ly few effective ones. 

One problem with designing 
and evaluating an HIV vac¬ 
cine is that we’re not sure 
if antibodies would be 
protective, which 
types of antibodies to 
measure, or what level 
of these antibodies to 
achieve. There are mea¬ 
sures of overall antibody 
level, binding anti¬ 
bodies that stick to 
virus, and neutraliz¬ 
ing antibodies that 
disarm it. Antibodies may also 
work against some viruses and not 
others, particularly against labora¬ 
tory-grown virus and not wild 
virus in the human population, 
which have different co-receptors 
for attaching to CD4 cells. Genen¬ 
tech’s gpl20 was copied from a 
laboratory strain of HIV before 
this difference was understood, 
and like all genetically engineered 
envelope vaccines at the time, has 
been totally unable to neutralize 
wild virus. 

During the early 90s, the 
Genentech gpl20 was tested in 
hundreds of HIV-positive people 
to see if it could improve their 
course of infection. It was a bust. 
It was also tested in the first Phase 
II trial in HIV-negative people by 
the National Institutes of Health, 
as was gpl20, developed by Chi¬ 
ron, a competing company. To 
make a very long and controver¬ 
sial story short, in the summer of 
1994 the National Institutes of 
Health decided not to invest in a 
government sponsored Phase III 
trial of the gpl20 products, much 
to the disappointment of Genen¬ 
tech and Chiron. 

The reasons are arguable, but 
one was the inability to neutralize 
wild virus, which had just been 
discovered, and another was that 
scientific opinion was beginning 
to move toward wanting to gener¬ 


ate a cellular immune response in 
addition to antibody. 

After that decision, Chiron 
maintained its gpl20 program as a 
boost for another vaccine that did 
stimulate cellular immunity, and 
that combination has just begun to 
be tested in a Phase II trial. Genen¬ 
tech spun off VaxGen, giving 
it an initial investment 
and making Don Francis 
its president. Since 
then, Francis has been 
raising money outside 
Genentech to improve 
the gpl20 vaccine and 
test it privately. 

The VaxGen 
approach 

This brings us to the most in¬ 
teresting part of what VaxGen is 
doing. About a dozen people from 
the Phase II trials became infected 
after receiving gpl20 vaccines. It 
is conventional in vaccine circles 
to call infections after vaccination 
“breakthrough infections,” which 
implies that the vaccine worked 
for the rest of the vaccinees and 
that these exposures “broke 
through” the vaccine’s defenses. 
Scientists at VaxGen made the as¬ 
sumption that the infected indi¬ 
viduals had something in com¬ 
mon, besides simply being ex¬ 
posed to wild HIV, and designed 
a second envelope protein to 
mimic those viruses. This ap¬ 
proach is known as a “sieve” 
analysis, since it aims to block off 
holes in the vaccine that “sift 
through” its defenses. VaxGen’s

verse group of men representing 
counselors, community organiz¬ 
ers, and board members from sev¬ 
eral nonprofits, founded MAN¬ 
FEST with the twin goals of “en¬ 
couraging deeper connections 
among gay-bi-queer-curious 
men” and “caring for ourselves 
and each other in all our social 
and sexual interactions.” The al¬ 
cohol-free kickoff event was par¬ 
tially funded by a grant from the 
County of Sonoma Department 
of Health Services Prevention and 
Planning Division. 

The evening started out with a 
solid buzz of curiosity. “What the 
hell is this about?” was typically 
overheard, but after opening re¬ 


srtppm out?

marks, things quickly came into 
focus. Blackburn told the crowd, 
“We hope you’ll find some rich 
new ways of meeting each other, 
' finding out a little bit more about 
yourself and your possibilities. 
That is what we hope will happen 
here tonight. Just the fact that we 
all turned out and responded to 
the call ... says something about, 
not just you, but a// the men that 
are sitting in this room. We share 
that deeply, I think.” 

The process of encouraging 
strangers to become cooperative 
participants, and thereby lay the 
foundation for a community, 
took shape first through small 
groups of about half-a-dozen 
men each. 

In describing the structure of 
the evening, Board Chair Bob Sig¬ 
mon, LCSW said frankly, “Well, I 
don’t know what we are gonna do 
here tonight. When we planned, 
this we did not envision this many 
people. But the idea for the first 
part of the evening was to give 
everybody a chance to connect 
with several people in a light, play¬ 
ful, fun kind of way, and then to 
move on quickly, so that you have 
many connections during the first 
part of the evening. The rest of the 
evening you can spend hunting 
down those people that you were 
intrigued by, and getting them to 
finish whatever it was they started 
telling you at the beginning.” 

Soon, the small groups com¬ 
bined into five larger groups. Sig¬ 
mon’s popular “Skin Hunger” fo¬ 
cused on safe touching; there was 
also Sufi dancing, for those who 
thought twirling seemed like the 
way to break the ice; Joe’s Corner 
Collage, for the artistically in¬ 
clined; Just Meeting Men, for 
those who thought they could 
handle meeting 15 men in 45 
minutes; and Improvisational 
Theatre Expression. 

Londonbridge to reality 

Thanks to a “Reality” check by 
Gina Londonbrigida- introduced 
as “straight from the men’s room 
of the Flamingo Hotel” - the 
evening also showed a flash of 
humor. 

Speaking to the topic of inner 


and outer beauty, Londonbrigida 
said, “Most of you it turns out are 
reality challenged. But I am here to 
share my beauty secrets with you. 
But why, you are asking yourself, 
does she need to share her beauty 
secrets with us? And the answer is 
quite simple. Because you need 
them.” That went over. 

“And if you’re like me,” she 
continued, “you’ve always wanted 
reality to come with instructions, 
and now, it does.” She then deliv¬ 
ered a flawless, poised reading of 
the insert from a package of “Re¬ 
ality” passive condoms. There was 
no physical demonstration. The 
purpose was to encourage com¬ 
munication, not just about sex, 
but communication in general. 

And communication did hap¬ 
pen. Pens scribbled phone num¬ 
bers; fingers proffered business 
cards. Mountains of information¬ 
al brochures from 20 organiza¬ 
tions found their ways into peo¬ 
ple’s hands. Community re¬ 
sources of all kinds presented 
themselves to deal with health, re¬ 
ligion, social, and personal issues: 
groups for gay Mormons, Bud¬ 
dhists, Catholics, Baptists, stu¬ 
dents, vegetarians, meditators, the 
Santa Rosa Pride Cpmmunity 
Center, potluck groups, the Gay 
Spirit North Bay Drumming Cir¬ 
cle, and Stone Creek Zendo. And 
by the end of the evening, hun¬ 
dreds of men had responded to 
evaluation questionnaires with 
enthusiastic praise for the event. 

Organizer Paul Menconi, a 
counselor with Face to Face, de¬ 
clared, “I think it was amazing to 
see people having a really good 
time... the Sufi dancing was in¬ 
credible, the play acting was in¬ 
credible... the fact that so many 
people stayed indicated that peo¬ 
ple were really hungry for some¬ 
thing like this.” 

Was it a success? Menconi told 
the B.A.R. that it was, “beyond 
our wildest expectations.” T

; ' ome of the first events ever 
. recorded in Olympic history 
were track and field. In fact, 
running is one sport that precedes 
the Olympics - and even 
mankind. Animals have been rac¬ 
ing each other since the dawn of 
creation, but their competition is 
so literally voracious it puts real 
teeth into the phrase “dog eat 
dog.” Also “winner take all.” 

Humans who run for the sport 
of it may not have carnivorous 
plans at the ends of their events, 
but you can tell watching them 
that they are definitely hungry for 
something. They just never stop, it 
seems. With such recent develop¬ 
ments as asphalt tracks and $200 
running shoes, track events have 
certainly come a long way, and for 
gay folks, the San Francisco Track 
& Field Club is the source of some 


Even now he downplays 
the importance of his sex¬ 
uality. 

“When we go on 
the ‘straight’ circuit 
we don’t go because 
we’re gay, to prove 
anything,” he said. 

“We go because we’re athletes. 
You’re going to perform for your¬ 
self. Anything else is icing on the 
cake.” 

Perhaps Amsterdam will have 
the icing. When asked if he thinks 
the Gay Games have an effect on 
athletics and fighting homophobia 
and making athletics safer for 
queer people, he answered, “We 
hope it does. We want them to feel 
comfortable and come out, and be 
themselves as much as they want 
to be and not be afraid of that.” 

Demby said he has found the 
events amazing, “a heightened 
awareness of not only something I 
love, but sharing it in a world en¬

of the best tracksters around. 

Not to be confused with the 
FrontRunners and Bay Area Dis¬ 
tance runners, which are distance 
running groups, the San Francis¬ 
co Track & Field Club focuses on 
short and middle distance and 
field events. Team coach Frank 
Demby said that about 30 people 
in the Bay Area are planning to 
compete in running events this 
summer in Amsterdam. 

Rick Thoman is just one of the 
outstanding Bay Area athletes in 
this sport. He’s medaled at every 
Gay Games in the 200 meter, 400 
meter, and relays. In 1982 he got 
one silver medal in the 100 meter. 
In 1986 he took gold in 100, 200, 
400 and two relays. Vancouver’s 
1990 events brought him a silver 
in the 400, silver in mixed-sex 
relay, and two golds in relays. In 
1994, New York’s games saw him 
win a bronze in the 100, a gold in 
200 8c 400, and two golds in relays. 

Where does he put all those 
medals? “Oh, they’re hanging 
around at home,” he said casually. 

Not to prove anything 

Coach Demby, who has been 
with the team since 1982 and has 
coached it since 1990, also has 
quite a collection. He has compet¬ 
ed and medaled in every games 
except the first (specifically, two 
golds in 1986; three golds and two 
silvers in 1990; and four golds and 
a silver in 1994 - when his team 
won over 118 medals among 50 
people in one week). 

But Gay Games is not the main 
focus of the group. 

“We not only run in the 
games,” Demby said, “but masters 
track and field events around the 
country.” The team has competed 
in Orlando, New York, Washing¬ 
ton, Texas, and Ohio: “wherever 
the major meets are,” he said. 

Demby was born in Nashville, 
but grew up in Marin County and 
has been a Bay Area resident since. 
An athlete in high school and col¬ 
lege, he had questions about his 
sexuality as far back as high 
school, but “I kept them separate,” 
he said. “It really wasn’t a factor.” 


vironment in gay society. It cer¬ 
tainly heightened my sense of 
oneness, to combine the two in a 
very positive way.” 

Demby spoke at the Closing 
Ceremonies in 1994 to offer the 
tribute to Gay Games founder 
Tom Waddell. “Walking into Yan¬ 
kee Stadium and knowing 55,000 
gay and lesbians were there,” he 
recalled with pride. “It was just a 
moment that was so great. If 
everyone has their 15 minutes, 
that was mine.” 

Europeans in peak form 

What does the team think 
about the preparations in Amster¬ 
dam? “Actually, the track is really 
good,” said Thoman, who has seen 
the space in Amsterdam. “The 
competition will be different be¬ 
cause there’ll be so many Euro¬ 
peans, and we’ve never had so 
many Europeans compete in Track 
and Field. We’re expecting more 
speed. The European gay champi¬ 
onships are about two weeks prior 
[to Gay Games], so I think they’re 
gonna be in peak form.” 

Training to ke£p up with the 
competition includes weekly drills 
together, followed by smaller 
group workouts. “We have three 
separate workouts,” Thoman ex¬ 
plained. “One for sprinters, an¬ 
other for 400 meters, and then 
middle distance people.” 

The team meets mostly at 
Kezar Stadium, located in the 
southeast corner of Golden Gate 
Park in San Francisco. Some 
members in the East Bay work out 
in Berkeley. The group started 
Sunday practices this month, and 
will continue Sundays, Tuesdays, 
and Thursdays. The team’s first 
meet will be in the end of March. 

The team usually has one meet 
a month, where they usually com¬ 
pete with other Bay Area teams. 
When asked if any instances of 
homophobia marred the compe¬ 
titions, Thoman said, “We don’t 
compete as ‘gay’ athletes, so it’s 
not an issue for us. I think in the 
past there have been some flam¬ 
boyant members that have 
rubbed some other locals the 


wrong way. But our running 
speaks for itself.” 

Of course, Thoman 
doesn’t expect any of 
that in Amsterdam, 
where thousands of 
gay and lesbian fans 
will be cheering the 
tracksters on. He is excited, 
though, about the diverse array of 
competitors, mostly from Europe. 

“I think it’s gonna add an ele¬ 
ment of a new level of excite¬ 
ment,” he said. “We’ve done so well 
previously, that it’ll be a challenge 
to go on somebody else’s turf.” 

Demby was a bit more cau¬ 


tious as he compared his team’s 
effort shaping up against the Eu¬ 
ropeans. “One has to understand 
we’re in a different playground,” 
he said. “North American rules 
are different from international 
ones. In this, the first truly inter¬ 
national event, the rules and reg¬ 
ulations are different.” Acknowl¬ 
edging some athletic disgruntle- 
ment, he said many Americans 
will just have to adjust. 

But above the competition is 
the feeling of camaraderie. “We’re 
there to support and teach each 
other,” Demby said. “That’s first 
and foremost.” ▼

udging by the rather pathetic job GLAAD is doing these days with 
its media alerts, one would assume that Ellen DeGeneres’ coming 
out was the television industry’s all-time crowning achievement, 
and that lesbians and gay men have all they need in the way of 
queer TV. But a close look at much of what is presently burn¬ 
ing up the airwaves begs the question, Just how lavender is 
the tube? Its more queer than you’d think, but not queer 
enough. While there are top-rated shows that scream gay, 
others feature only neatly encoded queer characters. Still 
others, like the egregious Ask Harriet ,"follow the Basic In¬ 
stinct guidelines for queer programming. 

It’s been interesting to witness in recent years the infil¬ 
tration of queer sensibilities into mainstream television. If 
there is one thing the Fundamentalists actually may have 
right in their paranoiac one note about the so-called ho¬ 
mosexual agenda, it’s the allegation that we control the 
media. Clearly, someone is sneaking a lot of queer content 
into today’s TV comedies, and only a fool would believe 
it’s straight writers playing around.

Pleasures of the Flesh 


Pedro Almodovar goes mellow with latest effort 


W hen your filmmaking style is as singularly offbeat as Pedro Almodovar’s, 
it’s hard to switch gears and not have people accuse you of selling out or 
losing your touch. Or both. Directors become “typed” just like actors, 
and their core fans sometimes find it difficult to adapt to artistic or 
philosophical changes in direction. 

Keep this in mind should you choose to view Live Flesh, the Spanish directors 
12th film. Though it doesn’t quite measure up to his best works, Matador and Law 
of Desire — it’s neither as clever as the first nor as passionate as the second — Live 
Flesh, a bittersweet meditation on love and life, is Almodovar’s most sensibly cali¬ 
brated effort in some time. A new, perhaps more mature Pedro goes a little mellow 
with Live Flesh, though fortunately his brand of mellow in this potboiler is more 
lively (and occasionally hyperactive) than most of art cinema these days. 

Some critics have chided Almodovar in recent years for trying to outdo him¬ 
self, for creating ever more ridiculous situations and being unable to bring his 
films to any sort of resolution. Look carefully at his work, though, and you’ll find 
that the loopy fixes his characters get themselves into have been fairly consistent 
all along. Reviewers have also complained that the director is not all that profound. 
But he never was — politics and sociology, and occasionally philosophy, have al¬ 
ways informed Almodovar’s films, but his true metier is observing character. 

The real flaw with later works like High Heels, and Kika (which to its credit 
contained some savvy media commentary) was not with theme or plot, but char¬ 
acter — or, to be more specific, the director’s relationship to his characters. 
Almodovar’s affinity with the characters in Law of Desire, for instance, is palpa-

Movieline reports that while the 
two make their way through a 
“crackbrain plot, they flirt with 
each other and generally tease the 
audience with will-they-or-won’t- 
they suspense.” 

Though we failed to get an an¬ 
swer as to whether or not the re¬ 
make will reprise that fabulously 
sexy theme song, we did learn that 
the revamped Avengers will fea¬ 
ture a trademark of the original 
series, a catfight between two 
leather-clad Emmas. Meow. Look 
for this one in the summer of ’98. 

Oily also divulged some in-

triguing behind-the-scenes goss 
from the set of the new Ian McK¬ 
ellen flick Gods and Monsters, 
about queer ’30s film director 
James Whale ( Frankenstein , The 
Invisible Man), who, after he’d 
fallen upon bad times in Holly¬ 
wood, took to massaging curious 
relationships with all sorts of 
young lads, among them a sexy 
gardener, played in the film by 
Brendan Fraser. Oily’s dish is 
unsuitable for print, but film crit¬ 
ic Dennis Harvey, who saw the 
film at Sundance, tells us all we 
need to know in his Variety write 
-up: “McKellen has seldom found 
such an ideal role. This Whale 
keeps a barbed wit sharp for his 
own entertainment. Yet despair at 
his own helplessness, nostalgia 


and vague regret are ever-present. 
It’s a bravura turn.” 

Drama queen 

During our long absence, 
newspapers and magazines piled 
up on our desk. Though we nor¬ 
mally have no difficulty catching 
up, all literary endeavors came to 
a grinding halt after we read a 
strange op-ed piece in the Exam¬ 
iner by one David Dalton. 

Dalton’s piece ostensibly ad¬ 
dresses the Sex Panic debate, 
saying in so many words that 
gay men who continue to in¬ 
dulge in unsafe sex are mak¬ 
ing it hard for well-be¬ 
haved queers to find 
their place at the 
proverbial table. To 
make his case, Dal¬ 
ton builds a paper- 
thin conspiracy the¬ 
ory in which good 
homos, those pre¬ 
sumably like himself, 
are pitted against a tight “gay 
elite” that draws its “fringe ideolo¬ 
gies” from newspapers like the 
Bay Area Reporter. Gay group- 
think, he suggests, is sealing our 
collective fate as marginalized vic¬ 
tims of oppression. 

Given this melodramatic and 
distorted view of things, it’s no 
wonder Dalton then beseeches 
queers to “Join the mainstream!” 
“Demand our place at the table!” 
and “Don’t accept life on the mar¬ 
gins of society!” 

Alarmist rhetoric like this 
amuses us when we hear it on the 
street, or when it appears in a 
B.A.R. letter to the editor. But to 
see such histrionics splashed 
across the pages of a major daily 
newspaper is truly confounding. 
One would think that a real dis¬ 
cussion of Sex Panic would at 


least grapple with the issues rang¬ 
ing in this debate, instead of de¬ 
volving into a Bruce Bawer 
blowjob. For the record, Sex Panic 
isn’t just a bunch of teenagers try¬ 
ing to pack in as much great sex as 
possible before turning 40, as Dal¬ 
ton seems to be saying. Rather, 
Sex Panic is a broad congress of 
male and female homosexuals of 
varying ages who are confronting 
what it believes is an oppressive 
attempt to limit homosexual be¬ 
havior. 

Ultimately, Sex 
Panic is raising 
questions that 
touch on impor¬ 
tant Constitutional 
issues about the right 
of privacy and the 
role of police and 
government in 
controlling our 
lives. These mat¬ 
ters may be of lit¬ 
tle concern to Dalton, 
but no doubt that’s because he 
lives in San Francisco, a city 
whose denizens often take for 
granted our liberal climate. 

Time for some Polygrip 

Last week’s Golden Globe 
spectacular certainly was a drag. 
We were hoping something excit¬ 
ing would happen, like Leonardo 
DiCaprio hurling a dish of 
peanuts at Titanic costar Kate 
Winslet, but, alas, Jack Nichol¬ 
son waxing fecal was about as 
good as it got. In fact, we fell 
asleep a quarter of the way into 
the presentation, only to be rude¬ 
ly awakened not long after by a 
strange clanking noise. At first we 
thought our TV set was self-de¬ 
structing, but then we realized the 
odd sound emanating from the 
box was just Faye Dunaway’s 


dentures negotiating the English 
language. Strange how Faye’s on¬ 
going medico-dental attempts to 
halt the march of time have oc¬ 
cluded everything that was once 
recognizable about her, replacing 
a once-glamorous presence with a 
strange assemblage of disturbing 
breathing sounds, a fixed grin that 
looks more like a bloody smear 
than a smile, and a body language 
that in its jerky, contorted 
rhythms reminds one of a bat¬ 
tery-operated action figure run¬ 
ning out of juice. 

If you don’t believe our assess¬ 
ment of how scary La Divina has 
become, find out for yourself on 
Saturday night when HBO airs 
Dunaway’s latest film Gia, about 
Gia Carangi, the world-famous 
supermodel who became addict¬ 
ed to coke and heroin and died of 
AIDS at 26 in 1986. Dunaway 
plays the infamous Wilhelmina 
Cooper, the supermodel poten¬ 
tate whose high-powered agency 
turned-Carangi into one of the 
most recognizable faces of the late 
70s and early ’80s. 

In the film, Dunaway is as 
scary as anything she’s done since 
becoming Miss Waxed Fruit. And 
though you’d think her new status 
as a proto-humanoid would have 
no effect on her ability to deliver 
lines, this is not the case. In Gia, 
Dunaway seems incapable of ut¬ 
tering a single line with anything 
like the required verisimilitude. In 
fact, Faye must have been touring 
Master Class when she filmed Gia 
because everytime she opens her 
mouth as Wilhelmina Cooper she 
sounds like Maria Callas. Per¬ 
haps we’re being pedantic, but 
you’d think Dunaway would find 
reason to differentiate between 
“Willie,” who was German, and 
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Live Flesh

ble - he makes the outlandish ac¬ 
tions of Pablo, the gay film direc¬ 
tor, and Tina, the transsexual, 
seem comprehensible, if not al¬ 
ways logical, and he makes some 
tidy observations about human 
nature in the process. 

This is hardly the case with 
Kika, in which he seems more 
the mad puppeteer putting his 
principals (particularly Veronica 
Forque) through their paces 
than an artist communing with 
them. This is likely the reason 
some found Kika’s rape scene 
gratuitous. (The one film since 
Women on the Verge of a Nervous 
Breakdown in which Almodovar 
has a less manipulative relation¬ 
ship to his protagonist is The 
Flower of My Secret, whose pac¬ 
ing and story are so inept it 
doesn’t matter.) 

Which brings us to Live Flesh, a 
difficult film to write about with¬ 
out giving away the plot. You can 
tell from the get-go much of 
what’s going to happen, but one 
of the several joys of this film is 
the way circumstances large and 
small reveal character (another

joy is the cinematography, a grand 
blend of sly symbolism, juicy 
shots, and gritty urban scenery). 

At the center of Live Flesh is a 
hapless young lad, Victor (Liber- 
to Rabal), whose actions nonethe¬ 


less become pivotal to the lives of 
two policemen (Javier Bardem 
and Jose Sancho) and, more im¬ 
portantly, the policemen’s wives 
(Francesca Neri and Angela Moli¬ 
na, who made a splash in That 


Obscure Object of Desire, one of 
two Luis Bunuel films to which 
Almodovar makes nods in Live 
Flesh). 


Suffice it to say that bad timing 
is everything in this film. Victor, 
who was born on a Madrid bus 
because he couldn’t “wait” until 
his mother, a prostitute, got to the 
hospital, often arrives at precisely 
the wrong moment, generally 
making a bad situation worse. 
The two policemen, partners, hide 
much from each other and their 
wives, and the wives stay with 
them for all the wrong reasons. 
The combination of deception 
and self-deception becomes truly 
deadly by film’s end. 

There’s a mild political discus¬ 
sion going on in Live Flesh, but 
Almodovar’s conclusions are a tad 
slight: we’re in part the product of 
our time. He does, however, suc¬ 
ceed in making a persuasive case 
for life’s redemptive possibilities 
— fate may stack the cards against 
one, but those who learn from 
their mistakes can still triumph. 
This is hardly a brilliant deduc¬ 
tion either, but Live Flesh renders 
it so suavely the film satisfies all 
the same. ▼

Cutting edge farce 

Martin Waltz's Killer Condom'

I n German director Martin 
Waltz’s outrageous sex farce 
Killer Condom, putting on a 
condom is not a recipe for safe sex. 

A castration fetishist’s delight, 
Killer Condom takes places at the 
appropriately named Hotel 
Quickie, a fast food brothel just 
off New York’s Hell’s Kitchen. The 
proprietor, Mr. Robinson, buys 
the cheapest rubbers on the mar¬ 
ket just to satisfy the health de¬ 
partment, but the condoms turn 
out to be the last protection a man 
will ever need — each rubber has 
piranha-like teeth and a penchant 
for biting off hard dicks. Enter de¬ 
tective Luigi Mackeroni, a Sicil¬ 
ian-born gay cop with a taste for 
chicken. When Mackeroni initi¬ 
ates a “quickie” with a cute, hair¬ 
less young thing, he gets his right 
nut devoured by the beast, setting 
into motion an unforgettable 
string of pratfalls and queer- 
tinged misadventures. 

Killer Condom is the kind of 
film Rosa von Praunheim has al¬ 
ways wanted to make but has 
never quite pulled off. Like von 
Praunheim, Waltz takes cheap 
shots at the expense of just about 
everybody, including: an Ameri¬ 
can presidential candidate who is 
castrated while smoking a cigar in 
a hot tub; a religious feminist who 
gets neutralized in a vat of the 
deadly condoms; and a hairy ex¬ 
cop who turns into a transvestite 
hooker in order to tempt 
Mackeroni from bedding down 
with his boy hustler. 

Waltz keeps things moving 
with a brilliantly witty script, but 
the coup de grace are the special ef¬ 
fects, which, among other things, 
bring the carnivorous prophylac¬ 
tics to sidesplittingly funny life. At 
one point, the killer condoms do a 
kind of mad square dance as they 
size up their prey. Don’t wait for 
the Hollywood remake, Killer 
Condom is the whole cheese. ▼

T he San Francisco Symphony 
recently stunned audiences 
with a commanding inter¬ 
pretation of Carol Orff’s popular 
cantata Carmina Burana. It al¬ 
most amounted to a reward for 
good behavior, as patrons had 
gamely endured the demanding 
choices of conductor David 
Robertson the week before. There 
were, according to some accounts, 
actually boos and catcalls at 
Robertson’s opening night, but 
things calmed down by the week¬ 
end. Robertson was ultimately ac¬ 
corded the respect and measured 
enthusiasm he deserved. 

Making dual debuts at both 
the SF Opera and SF Symphony 
this season, Robertson has cer¬ 
tainly enjoyed a lot of the local 
limelight. He may have thought 
the Bay Area’s liberal reputation 
would attract more adventurous 
listeners, but our musical estab¬ 
lishment can be just as staid as 
anywhere else. Plus, it takes the 
charms of a Michael Tilson 
Thomas to really entice audiences 
away from the beaten path. 

Robertson stopped giving an 
introduction to Claude Vivier’s 
Siddharta after taking the orches¬ 
tra into overtime at the first per¬ 
formance. It was just as well, for 
Robertson’s from-the-podium 
commentary really is no match 
for this impressive music. The 
score finally received a U.S. pre- 
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Violinist Vadim Repin 


miere at these concerts, and it is 
easy to see why Robertson, who 
recently gave us a radiant L’Ascen¬ 
sion by Olivier Messiaen, would 
want to share such beautiful and 
unusual music. There is much of 


Repin to chase the shadows away 
with Beethoven’s Violin Concerto 
in D major. Repin’s performance 
ripped the roof from Davies Hall. 
This was old-fashioned, full-bod¬ 
ied playing of the highest order. 
Repin is only in his mid-20s, and 
as he matures, his technique con¬ 
tinues to amaze. Fortunately, his 
interpretive skills are growing at 
the same phenomenal rate. 

Carmina Burana has become 
the concert hall equivalent of an 
Andrew Lloyd Webber musical, 
and though some critics and mu¬ 
sical snobs find it easy to dismiss 
as mere bombast and kitsch, I find 
it as much fun as everyone else. 

Carl Orff was not writing a 
profound masterwork here, but 
one would have to look far and 
wide for a more tuneful or excit¬ 
ing showpiece. Plus, it allows 
some wonderful solo turns, in this 
case from South Korean soprano 
Sumi Jo. She is every bit as good 
as her recordings indicate, and 
also makes a lovely presence on¬ 
stage. If the singer doesn’t make a 
debut with the SF Opera, one 
hopes she will at least consider 


Vadim Repin's Beethoven 
offered old-fashioned, full-bodied 
playing of the highest order. 


Messiaen’s glowing sensuality in 
the piece, as well as his propensi¬ 
ty for unique orchestral effects. 
Using a bow on the side of a cym¬ 
bal produced an eerie and de¬ 
lightful sound. At almost 30 min¬ 
utes, Siddharta is a difficult listen, 
but it’s wonderfully rewarding. 

A brief piece by Bernd Alois 
Zimmerman opened the second 
half of the program, Stille Und 
Umkehr (Stillness and Return), a 
dense, curiously uninvolving 
work that conveys a mysterious 
sense of nothingness. 

It was left to violinist Vadim 


performing a recital here. 

The first half of the program 
was a commission from the SF 
Symphony, Michael Torke’s Brick 
Symphony. Torke has pleased au¬ 
diences with brilliant, albeit un- 
subtle, scores in the past, ones that 
abound in primary musical col¬ 
ors. His motives are admirable, 
and his belief in the survival of 
the symphonic form a relief to the 
ears. If his first major outing is not 
entirely successful, it is not for 
lack of talent. Brick Symphony is a 
big listener-friendly piece, one I 
would like to hear again. Y

Queer ' Pygmalion' at NCT

rom Pygmalion to Pretty 

Woman, men in suits have 
i! been trying to do makeovers 
on comely guttersnipes. David 
Mauriello’s play Come in from the 
Rain offers a gay variation on an 
enduring straight-male fantasy 
that has fueled plays, books, and 
movies for decades. But if the for¬ 
mula now seems familiar, the exe¬ 
cution is often smart in Mauriel¬ 
lo’s play, providing the New Con¬ 
servatory Theatre with an attrac¬ 
tive, intimate offering in its Pride 
Season. 

In this case, it’s the study of a 
closeted mama’s boy who sets out 
to rehabilitate a drunk hustler he 


finds lying in the gutter. But 
Michael, a bank clerk, can’t bring 
himself to have sex with the scruffy 
younger man; even talking about 
being gay makes him sick to his 
stomach. So Michael and Tom set 
up a separate-beds domesticity that 
is interrupted when Tom back¬ 
slides into hustling and Michael 
awkwardly attempts sex with a 
proper gentleman from his bank. 
Finally, though, each is able to find 
his missing piece in the other. 

It’s a nice tale, predictable to be 
sure, but still an appealing ro¬ 
mantic fantasy that Mauriello sus¬ 
tains with carefully crafted mo¬ 
ments of high drama, tender in¬ 
trospection, and humor. The 
playwright indulges one too many 
cliches perhaps, but in the end he

pushes all the right buttons. 

The same can be said of the 
cast. As Michael, Markham Miller 
starts out overdoing the fussy ges¬ 
tures and mincing steps we later 
see aren’t essential to the charac¬ 
ter. By the end, though, Miller is 
striking emotional truths that 
don’t depend on artifice. Bill 
Allen, on the other hand, brings a 
bracing naturalism to his early 
scenes as the rough-and-tumble 
Tom, only to force things later be¬ 
fore getting back on track. 

Despite these occasional laps¬ 
es, director Ed Decker has staged 
the play crisply, with attention to 
emotional arcs.

nthony Tommasini’s Virgil 
Thompson: Composer On 
The Aisle (Norton, $30) was 
one of the best-reviewed books of 
1997. Gerald Walker’s glowing re¬ 
view appeared on the front page 
of the Chicago Tribune books sec¬ 
tion, along with a color photo of 
Virgil Thomson. Rave reviews 
also ran in the Los Angeles Times, 
The Washington Post, and The Ad¬ 
vocate. For lovers of biographical 
literature and great music alike, 
Anthony Tommasini’s loving por¬ 
trait of this brilliant composer 
and critic covers all the bases. I re¬ 
cently spoke with Tommasini 
about the book and its colorful 
subject. 

Gregg Shapiro: I have an unusual 
advantage in this interview be¬ 
cause I was once a student of 
yours in a music appreciation 
course at Emerson College in 
Boston. How long did you teach 
at Emerson? 

Anthony Tommasini: Until 1986. 
Then I started working at The 
Boston Globe, where I was for al¬ 
most eight years, as a free-lancer. 
Then I moved to New York, and 
now I’m a full-time music critic at 
the New York Times. 

Are you still teaching? 

No teaching, just a critic. But as a 
critic I think of myself as a 
teacher. People do it differently. 
I’m also a newsman, a journalist. I 
love the aspect of journalism 
where I can bring attention to 
things that aren’t known, like 
younger artists, student perfor¬ 
mances, or people who may be 
overlooked. When I write, I try to 
educate people. I feel like I’m a de- 
mystifier. So much that is written 
about music today is mystifying. 
The funny thing about music is 
that we’re such a poorly educated 


something that’s almost inde¬ 
scribable in any language. 

Writing about music was one 
of the things that Thomson was 
fabulous at. No one has ever 
topped him in his ability to de¬ 
scribe music in everyday, clear 
language. It’s a continual wonder 
to read his reviews. In terms of 
writing, even people who hated 
what he was saying acknowledge 
he was the best. 

A few months ago I interviewed 
Allan Gurganus about his new 


novel Plays Well With 
Others. One of the characters, 
Robert, is a gay composer who 
has contact with Aaron Copland, 
whom Gurganus describes as the 
"successfully closeted, and fully 
smitten old composer." What ex¬ 
plains the interest in this de¬ 
ceased gay composer? 

The classical music and fine arts 
worlds have always been very 
closeted about these things. We 
tend to think that the pop culture 
world has not been, since there 
are all sorts of Entertainment 
Tonight kinds of shows that tell us 
about the private lives of every¬ 
body. But only recently have Hol¬ 
lywood people like Ellen De- 
Generes felt comfortable enough 
to actually say something. 

Do you think we need to take a 
more intimate look at some of our 
cultural icons of the past? 

There’s a natural tendency to 
want to go back and revisit histo¬ 
ry, fill in the blanks left out of the 
story. In the case of Virgil, who I 
knew very well for the last ten 
years of his life, his closetedness is 
a major theme in my book. But 
it’s a complicated matter. He lived 
in two worlds. In certain circles, 
like amongst catty gay men, he 
loved gossip — he even loved to 
be flirtatious. But it was a restrict¬ 
ed, underground thing for him. 
Then he had a “proper” circle of 
friends that included married 
couples, women friends, singers 
and musicians. Of course, every¬ 
body knew about him, and he 
knew that they knew, but you did¬ 
n’t talk about it. 

Why? 


society, musically. 
Even cultured peo¬ 
ple are mystified by 
music in a way that 
they’re not by other 
things. 


Why is this? 

It’s very difficult to 
say anything 
about music with¬ 
out using techni¬ 
cal jargon that 
people don’t 
know anything 
about. I envy 
tremendously the 
sportswriters 
who can assume 
all sorts of 
knowledge when 
they’re writing 
about their sub¬ 
ject. If you’re writing about base¬ 
ball, you wouldn’t think of ex¬ 
plaining the designated-hitter 
rule, you just assume that every¬ 
body knows what it means.

nvigorated by an influx of new 
dancers and fresh from tours 
of Europe and North America, 
Dance Theatre of Harlem returns 
to UC Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall 
February 4-8 with a dynamic se¬ 
ries of programs that demon¬ 
strates the versatility for which 
this troupe is justly famous. 

The first of its two programs 
includes a neoclassical ballet by 


Prodigal Son, playing opposite 
Cooper. Two other young dancers 
to keep an eye on are Tanya Wide- 
man and Marc Burns. 

Ballet companies often per¬ 
form The Moor’s Pavane, but 
when black artists interpret the 
work the element of racial tension 
blessedly absents itself, bringing 
to the fore the essential humanity 
of Shakespeare’s tale. The virtues 
that DTH exhibits, in Pavane, 
however, are typically balletic: one 
enjoys the dancers’ physical 


forms as a participant in the in¬ 
ternational circuit of contempo¬ 
rary dance festivals. Neither folk- 
loric nor primitivist, his work ex¬ 
presses the reality of today’s world 
culture, and in its fusion of forms 
takes aim at the future. Sasanka 
combines the thrust and articula¬ 
tion of traditional African move¬ 
ment with filigreed details of the 
Far East, moments of linear clari¬ 
ty, and ferociously balletic jumps 
and turns. The piece concludes on 
a note of transcendent calm as the 


gle choreographer. Balanchine’s 
Serenade is a meditation on the 
soul of woman and the vicissi¬ 
tudes of love. Things come to a 
head in the final movement, 
“Elegy,” which suggests the bitter 
contest of a triangular relation¬ 
ship, and concludes with the de¬ 
feated soloist’s transfiguration as 


she is carried overhead into the 
light. 

While the vocabulary of Sere¬ 
nade is essentially academic (and 
its score romantic), The Four 
Temperaments represents the 
20th-century transformation of 
the ballet classroom at the hands

John Alleyne, director of Ballet 
British Columbia; a multicultural 
piece by contemporary South 
African choreographer Vincent 
Sekwati Mantsoe; and Jose 
Limon’s The Moor’s Pavane, a 
monumental study of Shake¬ 
speare’s Othello crafted in the style 
of classic American modern 
dance. The second program pays 
homage to the artistic roots of 
DTH director Arthur Mitchell, 
once a protege of Russian-Amer- 
ican choreographer George Bal¬ 
anchine at New York City Ballet. 
Ranging from the abstract to the 
dramatic, from ballet to modern 
dance, the DTH season offers a 
little something for everyone. 

This season finds the company 
undergoing a transition. Prima 
Ballerina Virginia Johnson has re¬ 
tired from the stage after a distin¬ 
guished career that has left her 
fans with a mental album full of 
ineffable memories. West Coast 
audiences will surely miss her, 
even as they fall in love with the 
spunk and dazzle of the compa¬ 
ny’s newest recruits. Some of 
these youngsters are already well- 
known in the Bay Area. Duncan 
Cooper, formerly one of the most 
promising soloists at San Francis¬ 
co Ballet, was sidelined by in¬ 
juries, but has now recovered and 
become one of the rising stars of 
the company. Stephanie Powell, a 
dancer of great musicality, is a 
name familiar to Bay Area dance 
enthusiasts, as she made such a 
strong impression here with the 
Oakland Ballet in works by Betsy 
Erickson and Bronislava Nijinska. 
A striking new arrival is Alicia 
Graf, a long-limbed, 18-year-old 
beauty who possesses flexibility, a 
well-rounded technique, and the 
kind of muscular coordination 
that makes for exceptionally fluid 
movement. Graf caused a sensa¬ 
tion during DTH’s New York City 
season when she made her debut 
as the Siren in Balanchine’s The 


strength, clarity of movement, 
and sharply etched poses. In addi¬ 
tion, DTH gives a powerfully dra¬ 
matic reading of Limon’s choreo¬ 
graphic text, which remains a 
marvel of economy and inspira¬ 
tion nearly 50 years after its pre¬ 
miere in 1949. Unlike more recent 
adaptations of Othello, The Moor’s 
Pavane is a masterpiece that has 
stood the test of time. Mitchell 
also says he feels a personal con¬ 
nection to the work since Lucas 
Hoving, who created the part of 
the Moor’s Friend (Iago), was one 
of his teachers at New York’s High 
School for the Performing Arts. 

Alleyne’s Adrian: Angel on 
Earth, a ballet of atmosphere cre¬ 
ated especially for Dance Theatre 
of Harlem, stirs the emotions with 
its wordless portrayal of romantic 
entanglements. The duets at the 
heart of this dance suggest famil¬ 
iar passions, yet like the interac¬ 
tions of couples observed from a 
distance, the intervening mystery 
amplifies the significance of their 
gestures. The action of the ballet 
thus unfolds in a realm of deeply 
felt memories, alternately joyous 
and disturbing. Alleyne’s vocabu¬ 
lary illustrates his personal re¬ 
sponse to classicism, with pointe 
work and academic positions ac¬ 
cented by unconventional fold¬ 
ings and off-center balances. The 
DTH dancers bring a gift for 
poignant, lyrical expression to 
their interpretations. 

On the surface, Sasanka may 
resemble the kind of exotic spec¬ 
tacle popularized by such artists 
as Katherine Dunham and Asada- 
ta Dafora, but the circumstances 
of its creation suggest the dance is 
very much a product of its own 
time. Choreographer Mantsoe, 
the 25-year-old director of the 
Moving into Dance Performance 
Company, is a liberated South 
African who learned his African 
dance at the source, and was ex¬ 
posed to Japanese and Balinese 


dancers exit slowly from the stage, 
swimming through space. When 
he devised this ending, Mantsoe, 
who comes from a family of fe¬ 
male-shamans, was thinking of 
the ritual trances he observed as a 
child in South Africa.

terests? (How many other talk 
shows employ lesbian comedian 
Kate Clinton as a writer, and what 
other talk-show host regularly 
trots out her gayer-than-gay hair¬ 
dresser to meet the audience?) 
Rosie is the gal who has really de¬ 
livered queer sensibility to straight 
middle-America, albeit in a non¬ 
threatening (okay, closeted) way, 
through talking about her adopt¬ 
ed children (no husband, no plans 
for one) and knowing more musi¬ 
cals than the entire cast of The 
Boys in the Band. 

But while Friends, Ellen, and 
the Rosie O'Donnell Show suggest 
that queerness is enjoying un¬ 
precedented visibility on televi¬ 
sion, other TV products, like 
Frasier, show how gay sensibility 
has infiltrated straight TV in 
covert form. This show is the gay 
male version of Ellen, except the 
characters haven’t come out yet. 
The show’s brothers, Dr. Frasier 
Crane (played by real-life hetero- 
sexually obsessed Kelsey Gram- 
mer) and Dr. Niles Crane (David 
Hyde Pierce), lust after antiques, 
Saville Row shirts, arcane opera, 
the perfect souffle; they are 
Greenwich Village stereotypes — 
if they were gay, we might have to 
object to the characterizations. 
There’s little that is ambiguous 
about this gay duo except how 
they convince straight people 
week after week that they’re actu¬ 
ally heterosexual. 

The concept of Frasier fasci¬ 
nates because it is such a formu¬ 
laic queer tableaux: The brothers 
have each married (and divorced) 
icy, controlling dominatrixes — 
Frasier to Lilith, Niles to the 
never-seen Maris. Then there’s 
Roz (Peri Gilpin), the quintessen¬ 
tial fag-hag, and Frasier’s batch 
ex-cop father (Jock Mahoney), 
who appears to be the only male 
member of the Crane family who 
is actually having heterosexual

sex, despite a bum hip and 20 
years on his sons. In this show all 
the women are scary man-eaters, 
like the perennially fabulous Har¬ 
riet Harris as Frasier’s scheming 
agent BeBe, or Mercedes Ruehl as 
the predatory station manager 
Kate Costas. No doubt the Drs. 
Crane are familiar with the 
Freudian concept of vagina denta- 
ta.-This is a smart, witty, urbane 
show whose jokes have a queer 
and intellectual nuance that 
seems to reach an audience well 
beyond its straight devotees. The 
most marvelous irony about the 
show is that its butchest character, 
sportscaster Bulldog, is played in 
real life by queer Dan Butler, the 
only out fag on network TV. 

It’s interesting to watch these 
sitcoms in the context of earlier 
TV history. For several years, PBS 
has run a British sit-com from the 
’70s called Are You Being Served?, 
which details days in the lives of a 
group of salespersons in a London 
department store. One member of 
the ensemble is a flagrantly gay 
character named Wilbeforce Clai¬ 
borne Humphreys (John Inman), 
whose truly limp wrist, mincing 
walk, and panoply of theatre 
friends make him one of the 
gayest characters ever to appear on 
television. Although the charac¬ 
terization is somewhat dated, it’s 
not offensive, but rather very La 
Cage aux Folles. Many of the 
episodes put Mr. Humphreys in 
drag, while others have him in the 
clutches of women who want to 
turn him straight (it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen). There is much broad dou¬ 
ble-entendre in the show’s humor, 
and not an episode goes by in 
which reference isn’t made to Mr. 
Humphreys’ sexual proclivities. 

The queer character Josh on 
People’s Choice winner Veronica’s 
Closet is tame by comparison to 
Mr. Humphreys. A full-fledged 
stereotypical queen who toils in 
the (under) garment industry, he 
gets a few good lines, but gay-fave 
Kathy Najimy (Olive) gets more. 
Given this is the rag trade, there 
should be more gay characters and 
much better snap-diva attitude. 
This show obviously doesn’t have 
a single queer producer or writer. 

Neither, to my knowledge, 
does The Simpsons, now in its 
eighth season, yet it has the 
longest-running gay characters on 
a network TV series. Smithers, 


amanuensis to the evil magnate 
Mr. Burns, is openly gay and has 
been since the show’s second sea¬ 
son. (Inexplicably, the character 
was black in the first season, now 
he’s white and gay; one assumes 
he simply decided to change op¬ 
pressions, which can be done in 
cartoons or the Jackson family, 
but not in real life.) Smithers has 
a deep and abiding love/lust for 
Burns which manifests itself 
through such things as Nosferatu- 
like dreams and occasional out¬ 
bursts of emotion. It’s hard not to 
love the nuanced smartness of 
The Simpsons and the gay sensi¬ 
bility that courses through the 
show on a regular basis. On 
American TV, where sitcoms 
nearly always tell a moral tale, this 
show, which has featured entire 
queer-themed episodes, deals 
with macho versus camp in a to¬ 
tally gay-positive way. 

The sitcom we can’t explain is 
Sabrina, the Teen-Aged Witch. Like 
Frasier, this is a very queer show, 
but the queerness is inexplicable 
given its time slot and intended 
audience. At 8 p.m. on the Friday 
night lineup, Sabrina is obviously 
intended for a G audience. Yet the 
premise places 16-year-old half 
mortal, half witch Sabrina (Melis¬ 
sa Joan Hart) in the home of her 
“aunts,” Zelda (Beth Broderick) 
and Hilda (Caroline Rhea), and 
their talking cat, Salem (Nick 
Bakay). Ostensibly about the per¬ 
ils of teenaged angst, the show 
puts Zelda and Hilda in drag more 
than Milton Berle — and women 
in drag on TV is very unusual. 

The aunts, despite being quite 
attractive, never manage a real 
date with mortal or witchy guys, 
and even the cat, who is definitely 
heterosexual, ends up in drag on 
a regular basis. It’s a strange show, 
with a storyline that is so queer- 
encoded it makes me think some¬ 
one is out there appealing in a 
subliminal way to the youthful 
queer and transgendered. 

Drag is the premise of the new 
Fox series Ask Harriet, and not 
since Patrick Swayze in To Wong 
Foo with Love, Julie Newmar has 
there been a more unbelievable 
drag queen. This show makes 
Tootsie seem realistic. Even Eddie 
Murphy would need suspension 
of disbelief for this one. The show 
stars Anthony Tyler Quinn as Jack

Cody, an offensively womanizing 
sportswriter who masquerades as 
an advice columnist (the Harriet 
of the title). The character is awful, 
not to mention anti-gay. But the 
real horror of the show is that any¬ 
one could believe Sylvia is a real 
woman. In a recent episode, Jack 
dreams he is Sylvia, that the wig 
won’t come off, and the breasts are 
real. He wakes up in a sweat and 
grabs under the sheet for his penis, 
breathes a sigh of relief, and then 
finds two of the men who lust for 
Sylvia in bed with him. The mes¬ 
sage, in case the sledgehammer 
didn’t hit you hard enough, is that 
the only thing more dreadful than 
being a woman is being gay. As 


Bart Simpson would say, “Ay 
Carumba!” 

Finally, I must admit to watch¬ 
ing Ellen every week, but only be¬ 
cause it’s so gay and I’m so pa¬ 
thetically starved for queer TV. 
But I would like to remind Ms. 
DeGeneres that even though her 
personal world is very white and 
very blonde, there are actually a 
lot of people of color who live in 
Los Angeles, the sprawling poly¬ 
glot metropolis where Ellen takes 
place.

Gavin Dillard's memoir makes print

In The Flesh: Undressing For Suc¬ 
cess by Gavin Geoffrey Dillard; 
Barricade Books, $23.95 

e has been a porn star, the 

kept boy of Hollywood 
> moguls, a poet who gave 
readings in the buff, a songwriter, 
monk, and mystic channeler of 
past lives. But if the life experi¬ 
ences of Gavin Geoffrey Dillard 
seem diverse and extreme, consid¬ 
er the eventful history of his 
memoir, In The Flesh: Undressing 
For Success, just brought out by 
Barricade Books. Major publish¬ 
ing house E.P. Dutton & Compa¬ 
ny hyped its imminent release in 
its Fall 1994 catalog and set up an 
extensive p.r. campaign, only to 
drop the book from its list like the. 
proverbial hot potato, due to the 
unrelenting threat of litigation by 
two of the thirty-plus sex partners 
Dillard describes: none other than 
Tinseltown potentates David Gef- 
fen and Barry Diller. 

Now the tell-all tome is finally 
in print and in bookstores, thanks 
to a publisher who seems to thrive 
on controversy. Barricade’s owner, 
Lyle Stuart, has a backlist that in¬ 
cludes The Anarchist Cookbook 
and Barbara Hutton’s sensational¬ 
ist bio, Poor Little Rich Girl. Since 
Barricade acquired the book, how¬ 
ever, the plot has thickened: Stuart 
has had to File for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy, a consequence of casi¬ 
no owner Steve Wynn’s $3 million 
libel awa^d against Barricade, 
which is another story entirely. 
The maverick publisher certainly 
gets points for bringing out Dil¬ 
lard’s ticking time bomb in the 
face of possible financial ruin. 

Gavin Geoffrey, in art as in life, 
doesn’t pull his punches. OK, 
thanks to the legal piranhas, Gef- 
fen and Diller have been given 
pseudonyms, as has Mario 
Thomas; but Dolly Parton (whose 
attorneys sent nasty letters), Cher, 
Calvin Klein, and Barbra 
Streisand still make the book’s 
guest list in their own names. Dil¬ 
lard, far from his rural Southern 
roots, seems to have been every¬ 
where fashionable in the hedonis¬ 
tic ’70s and culty, spiritualist ’80s. 
In a 1995 interview for the now- 
defunct magazine Wilde, he told 
me the book “just happens to 
cover a period of time that will 
not happen again ... that brief pe¬ 
riod between liberation and the 
plague. I did it all, and ultimately 
it was all empty.” 

Now that the manuscript is fi¬ 
nally between hard covers, com-

plete with a sheaf of sexy photos 
from skin flick days, it’s possible 
to sort out the hype from the sub¬ 
stance. For all the scenes of Hol¬ 
lywood decadence with name¬ 
brand stars, the book’s real heart 
is its honest portrayal of a bump¬ 
tious young man’s spiritual jour¬ 
ney. Even its form, in which each 
chapter is headed by a sex/love 
partner’s first name, reveals the 
earnestness at its core: directly be¬ 
neath each name Dillard appends 
an aphorism, sometimes in the 
form of a rhyming couplet such 
as, “The truth is never hard to 
find, it’s telling lies that takes our 
time.” The effect is less that of a 
fuck journal, more that of A 
Child’s Garden of Verse. 

But that’s how the author, self- 
abnegating yet playfully holy, 
would have it. If he dutifully re¬ 
calls all the drug parties and fa¬ 
mous fucks, and indulges in some 
heavy-duty name-dropping along 
the way, he also writes convinc¬ 
ingly of how he transcended what 
were, to him, spiritually-deaden¬ 
ing ways. His own path to en¬ 
lightenment included paranormal 
experiences, flying saucers, and a 
bizarre matriarchal cult, but the 
particulars almost don’t matter. 
The point is that this golden boy

This odd beginning would, in 
the hands of a less skilled writer, 
lead immediately to true love, the 
requisite problems, and finally to 
the ultimate reconciliation.

? -/ hen I reviewed Janet Mc¬ 
Clellan’s first Naiad 
m novel, K.C. Bomber, I 
suggested that three or four novels 
down the road her work would be 
as eagerly anticipated as that of 



Claire McNab or Lauren Wright 
Douglas. OK, it only took one. 
Penn Valley Phoenix is a fine po¬ 
lice procedural, creepy, scary, sexy, 
and very entertaining. 

Our hero, Tru North, contin¬ 
ues to work for a homophobic 
cretin of a captain who likes noth¬ 
ing more than watching his detec¬ 
tives fail, while he promotes the 
careers of lesser, but more politi¬ 
cally connected, investigators. 
When Sandra Vandamier, a fa¬ 
mous local lesbian, is found mur¬ 
dered, the cops are willing to pin 
the rap on the first lesbian they 
find, one who happens to have 
been the victim’s housemate. But 
a look at Sandra’s past reveals a 
surprising fact. She has no past, 
nothing before her arrival in 
Kansas City eight years before. 
This missing history intrigues 
Tru, and makes her think that the 
obvious solution, one that has 
everyone congratulating her for 
the quick resolution, may, in fact, 
be wrong. 

McClellan has more than 20 
years on the job as a cop, includ¬ 
ing time spent in homicide. That 
real-life background means that 
her cop characters, and the vari¬ 
ous ways in which they approach 
an investigation, always ring true. 
McClellan’s characters are richly 
detailed, their worlds compelling- 
ly authentic. The budding rela¬ 
tionship between Tru and her 
lover, Marki, who was so memo¬ 
rably introduced in the first novel, 
continues to grow. Their struggles 
around trust are especially note¬ 
worthy. Penn Valley Phoenix will 
keep you guessing as it makes you 
think, about secrets and honesty, 
and, well, everything. ▼

Emotional quicksand

Caught in a Trap and I Can't 
Back Out 'Cause I Love You Too 
Much, Baby, by Mark Eitzel; 
Matador Records 

lthough Mark Eitzel copped 
• the title of his latest album 
•; from Elvis Presley’s Suspi¬ 
cious Minds, it’s impossible to 
imagine himjdecked out in 
rhinestone-studded bell- 
bottoms, wowing the geri¬ 
atric Vegas crowd with 
pelvis-thrusting show-biz 
shtick. For one thing, Eitzel 
favors natty thrift-shop 
suits and straw hats, and 
he’s more likely to be found 
sulking into a shotglass at 
the Mission Rock than 
lounging around some 
Graceland-style pleasure 
palace. 

Eitzel may love the con¬ 
ventions of big-time pop — 
he strived half-heartedly for 
commercial success with the 
late, great American Music 
Club, and he once paid 
homage to Johnny Mathis 
— but as a singer and song¬ 
writer of extraordinary au¬ 
thenticity, he can’t help 
telling the truth, even when it 
hurts, both himself and everyone 
within earshot. Because most pop 
music — from Vegas-era Elvis to 
the Spice Girls — is about telling 
lies, Eitzel remains the perpetual 
outsider, the lovelorn troubadour, 
the barroom crooner singing 
bruised, beautiful songs of 


heartache and woe. 

Sonically stripped down and 
unrelentingly melancholy, the 
eleven songs on Caught in a Trap 
sound like secrets Eitzel no longer 
could bear to keep. Following last 
year’s West, an unusually upbeat 
collaboration with R.E.M. gui¬ 
tarist Peter Buck, Eitzel has re¬ 
turned to his acoustic roots for 
this somber collection in which 
confessions, laments, and accusa¬ 


tions take the form of gorgeous 
ballads and a few fidgety rave-ups. 
On the latter, Eitzel is accompa¬ 
nied by Sonic Youth drummer 
Steve Shelley, Yo La Tengo bassist 
James McNew, and guitar virtu¬ 
oso Kid Congo Powers. Their grit¬ 
ty arrangements perfectly aug¬ 
ment Eitzel’s caustic kiss-offs in 


songs like “Cold Light of Day,” 
“Go Away,” “Queen of No One,” 
and “If I Had a Gun.” 

Eitzel is at his best, however, 
when alone, with only his acoustic 
guitar and mordant wit to under¬ 
cut the despair that infects his 
songs like a virus. “Are you the 
trash I left behind?” Eitzel asks a 
former lover in the album’s pithy 
opener, while in “Xmas Lights 
Spin,” he depicts St. Nicholas as a 
drunk who “left your toys 
behind again at the bar.” 
Eitzel has kinder words for 
Craig and Jose, who hang on 
to life tenuously in the deli¬ 
cately strummed “Atico 18.” 
In the final track, “Sun Smog 
Seahorse,” Eitzel acquiesces 
to the finality of death — “let 
it all go, no address book, 
you’re lost in the sky” — 
with a hushed dignity that is 
inexpressibly moving. 

In a recent issue of BAM, 
Eitzel was quoted as saying, 
“The worst thing is to have a 
pink triangle over every sin¬ 
gle one of my songs. I never 
want to be like San Francis¬ 
co’s gay poster child.” By re¬ 
sisting the allure of catchy 
queer sloganeering, Eitzel 
has forged a far more com¬ 
plex and rewarding creative 
path while remaining true to les 
miserables of Polk Street. On the 
tough and tender Caught in a 
Trap, Eitzel’s passionate paeans to 
failed romance and morning-after 
regret transcend gender and ori¬ 
entation; just about everyone, in 
these sublime songs gets fucked, 
and fucked over. ▼

Bedlam in Beantown 

It’s unbelievable that now as 
we approach the millennium, op¬ 
pression still exists when it comes 
to the gay lifestyle, especially the 
gay leather lifestyle. It’s sad to re¬ 
port that Boston no longer has a 
bona-fide leather bar. According 
to a reliable source, the mayor of 
Boston closed down The Spike 
Jan. 18 after scurrilous main¬ 
stream press reports on the bar’s 
history and after authorities 
caught two men having sex on the 
premises during a raid. No arrests 
were made. 

The Roxbury, another bar in 
the same building upstairs, which 
was raided almost 400 times in 
the past five years over allegations 
of excessive noise, drug dealing 
and assaults, was closed five days 
later, according to the Boston 
Globe in a Jan. 24 copyrighted 
story. 

On top of all that, it was an¬ 
nounced on Jan. 22 that the Ms. 
New England Leather contest 
sponsored by the Twilight Guard 
and slated for Feb. 7 at the Brook 
Cafe has been canceled. This sad 
declaration results from little 
community support and a lack of 
contestants. 

Boston’s leather community is

devastated by this turn of events. 
The former major leather bar in 
town, The Ramrod, turned into a 
dance venue after its popular 
manager, Jeff Zirpolo, moved on 
to manage the new Arena bar, 
which has since gone under. Stay 
tuned for further developments. 

Our archives and museum 

When Joseph Bean left San 
Francisco last year to take on the 
formidable task of running the 


Leather Archives 8c Museum in 
Chicago as its executive director, 
it was only a matter of time before 
big things started happening. 

Two weeks ago, a press release 
was issued launching The Capital 
Campaign, a fundraising effort to 
raise a whopping $500,000 to pur¬ 
chase an “ideal” building in 
Chicago. The new site will house 
a collection of leather artifacts, 
provide room for other activities, 
and establish space for conserva¬ 
tion, restoration and preservation 
work. Space will be allocated for 
academics and researchers to uti¬ 
lize the resources of the LA8cM, 
plus there’ll be room for exhibits, 
offices, retail sales and a reception 
area. 

The building, only five min¬ 
utes from the present location, 
seems to fit the needs of the mu¬ 
seum. If 1,000 leather men and 
women were to contribute just 
$500 each, or raise that amount 
via a fundraising effort, the cam¬ 
paign would be a success. 

For your donation, each and 
every contributor will receive 
recognition on a brass plaque to 
be permanently displayed in the 
new building. Given the size of 
the leather communities of the 
U.S. alone, the $500,000 goal does 
not seem unrealistic.

seeded in him. When gay libera¬ 
tion came, he was largely against 
it. He thought nobody should be 
persecuted, and if this meant that 
there would be less persecution, 
that was good. But he also felt that 
talking about it was a mistake, 
that it would backfire, that there 
would be a backlash. He never put 
together that talking about it was 
a precondition to the end of per¬ 
secution. 

Part of my reason for writing 
the book was that I wanted to ex¬ 
plore this question of why he was 
so ashamed [of being gay]. I 
found a lot of answers. When he 
was growing up, the newspapers 
were filled with stories of the 
Oscar Wilde trial. And in Kansas 
City in the 1910s, there were 
anti-vice campaigns, and there 
was the kind of wild, corrupt 
side of Kansas City, and also the 
Puritanical fringe. These ele¬ 
ments really clashed in that early 
decade, and Virgil grew up in 
that milieu. Later, when he was a 
critic at the Herald Tribune in 


1942, he was arrested at a gay 
bordello. It was unbelievable. He 
was just plain afraid, and it also 
shamed him. 

Did that shame play a role in his 
life? 

I think he was so ashamed of gay¬ 
ness that he became brilliant. In 
the book I write about a very 
telling incident that occurred 
when he was a boy on his first 
day of school. He’s beaten up by 
the class bully, and he writes 
about it in his autobiography, 
saying, “I realized then that that 
was not the way I was going to 
succeed in the world.” He realized 
that he was always going to be 
prey to the classroom bully, but 
that he could fight back by being 
an intellectual bully. 

He could do with words what 
other people do with their fists. 

Exactly. 

Do you think Thomson would have 
been pleased with your book of 
his life?

of German Expressionism and 
American jazz. Balanchine com¬ 
missioned the score from Paul 
Hindemith in 1940, at a time 
when the choreographer was im¬ 
mersed in American popular cul¬ 
ture. Hence, a popular, African- 
American accent is evident in the 
high kicks, loose hips, and low- 
down lunges of the choreography. 
Performed in leotards and tights, 
the ballet has become an icon of 
American neoclassicism. 

The Prodigal Son, created for 
Diaghilev in 1929, is a narrative 
work that relates the well-known 
Biblical story in an original, ex- 
pressionistic style. To a commis¬ 
sioned score by Prokofiev, the 
protagonist beats out his demand 
for freedom and abandons home, 
only to meet with deception and 
ruin during a night of debauchery 


in the Siren’s den. The role of the 
Prodigal, originally created for Di- 
aghilev’s lover Serge Lifar, is that 
of a male ingenue who is stripped 
and left finger-licking naked in 
the second act. Cooper plays this 
part to perfection while young 
Alicia Graf has an opportunity to 
hone her skills as a vampire se¬ 
ductress. Like all Diaghilev pro¬ 
ductions, The Prodigal Son is a 
work of total theatre (it also fea¬ 
tures a rich setting designed by 
French painter Georges Rouault). 

With its phenomenal reper¬ 
toire and strong, talented dancers, 
Dance Theatre of Harlem’s return 
engagement is sure to bring down 
the house. T

That’s a complicated question. 
I think when we started working 
on it he fully expected to be 
around, and that he’d be able to 
bully me into making any 
changes he wanted, which is 
probably true.

He 
talked openly about his gay life. I 
think he finally felt that if the 
truth was going to be told, it 
might as well be told by a friend. 
I don’t spare my examination of 
his ornery side, but I think he 
would understand that what es¬ 
sentially comes through is a sym¬ 
pathetic portrait. ▼

Jazzed 


R oy DeCarava V lyric, intimate 
photographs of New York City 
street life are a celebration of an 
urban community. SFMOMA curator 
of photography Sandra S. Phillips calls 
his pictures "wonderfully humane” 
and the artist, in town for his retro* 
spective at the museum (through April 
14), proudly claims they were all "done 
out of affection.” 

DeCarava has been making photos 
for 50 years, transforming daily life in 
Harlem or Midtown info stark black- 
and-white beauty. He is perhaps best- 
known for his studies of jazz legends, 
and the show here includes memo¬ 
rable pictures of Billie Holiday, Cole¬ 
man Hawkins, Sarah Vaughn, John 
Coltrane and others in performance. 
Also Louis Armstrong barreling down 
the street like a Sherman tank. The list 
of Harlem leading lights begins with 
Langston Hughes, Romare Bearden, 
Mahalia Jackson, and goes, on from 
there. But it’s the candid yet artfully 
composed pictures of anonymous 
New Yorkers that give this exhibit its 
buzz. Whether his subjects are gar¬ 
ment workers, or a coalman filling a 
bin, DeCarava immortalizes the digni¬ 
ty of honest labor. 

"I go out of my way to recognize 
things as beautiful,”he said at the press 
opening. DeCarava creates startling 
beauty from black, white, and gray, 
never using a flash, not even for the 
subway, not even for his night scenes. 
"I have a very paternal feeling about 
my work. I wouldn’t let anyone touch 
my negatives!" 

I asked whether he had ever been 
tempted to experiment in color. 
Heresy! 

"Never!” he told me. "Color is too, 
too literal!” ▼
